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PREFACE. 



A FEW words will suffice to inform the reader why and how 
this book came to be written. A few years ago, while 
making searches in the archives of the Register’s and 
Surrogate’s offices in Brooklyn, N. Y., I noted with surprise the 
frequent mention of the name “ Hooglandt ” in the early volumes 
of those public records. As this was the name borne by my 
mother before her marriage, I made notes of these recorded evi~ 
dences of a participation by my ancestors in the events connected 
with the early history of the “Nieu Netherlands.” These notes, 
I believe, include about everything there recorded having any 
reference to the Hooglandt family. 

My interest in the matter so increased that I made additional 
searches in various places in New York State, namely, New York 
City, White Plains, Kingston, Oyster Bay and Jamaica, and also in 
Elizabeth, Newark, Morristown, Somerville and other towns in 
New Jersey, gleaning from the public records in these places all 
items that were relevant to the' subject in hand; at the same time 
copying church records and tombstone inscriptions; correspond¬ 
ing meanwhile with all whom I found bearing the family name ; and 
consulting every historical and genealogical work in which it 
seemed likely the ancestral name might occur. 

Five years ago (1886) I became acquainted with Dr. Cornelius 
Nevius Hoagland. He had just commenced the erection of the 
“ Hoagland Laboratory,” that grand building which he so munifi¬ 
cently endowed in the interest of science. Dr. Hoagland, on 
seeing my record of the family, voluntarily agreed to furnish 
the funds necessary for further researches, and for the publi¬ 
cation of the work. Distrusting my ability to prepare the 
work for the press, I suggested that Mr. James Riker be em¬ 
ployed to edit the mass of material which I had collected, and 
also to add such valuable historical and genealogical facts as his 
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scholarly search might command. Accordingly, Mr. Riker, under 
the Doctor’s direction, entered upon the work. He brought to his 
aid an acquaintance with the Dutch language, and a familiarity with 
the family names of the early settlers. James Gibson, his biogra¬ 
pher, says that “years were spent by him among the town, city and 
State archives of New York, Albany, Kingston and elsewhere; 
church records of baptisms and marriages studied; and family 
names pursued through their patronymic and eccentric alterations, 
obscured by time and transcribed in the curious orthography of the 
Dutch dominies.” 

Mr. Riker’s unexpected death in 1889 left the work far from 
being finished, and compelled me again to take up the task. Since 
1889 1 have continued the searches and the correspondence, and 
the revising and editing of the entire work has just been completed 
by the Rev. Edwin Warriner, of Whitestone, L. I. 

It should be borne in mind that this book is not of that class of 
genealogical works which furnish the pedigree of all who have 
descended from certain given ancestors, but it is a record of the 
Hooglandts under some form of that particular name. Were it not 
so perplexing it would indeed be amusing to note the variety in 
orthograph}'of both the surnames and the patronymics of the early 
Dutch settlers. In this Hoagland family the surname is spelled in 
at least half a dozen different ways : “ Hooglandt,’’ “ Hoochlandt,” 
“ Hogelandt,” “ Hochlandt,” “ Hoaglandt,” etc. In many cases the 
same person, at different times, signs his name differently. The 
variety in baptismal names is still greater, and perplexes the gene¬ 
alogist and historian beyond the telling. Probably all the reasons 
for this variety may be summed up in saying it was due to the 
illiteracy of the times and the easy-going manner of the people, 
who, satisfied that they knew their own names, cared but little for 
genealogist or historian. 

While the work contains few extended biographies, due note has 
been made of some of the more distinguished members of the 
several families. A thoughtful writer has very truly said: “The 
genealogy of a family should not consist merely of names in the 
line of descent. In addition to these it should present biographical 
sketches of those in the line who ought to be held in everlasting 
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remembrance, thus at once gratifying a natural feeling of the heart,, 
and honoring those who have proved themselves worthy of honor, 
'['here is an illustration of this view in the genealogical tables of 
the First Book of Chronicles: ‘And Jahez was more honorable 
than his brethren,’ and because he was more honorable, he is dis¬ 
tinguished by a biographical sketch, while only the bare names of 
the others are given.” At the same time it should be remembered 
that the most prominent characters are not always the most worthy, 
and many in obscure positions have deserved from mankind a grate¬ 
ful recognition which they have never received. 

It is not easy to compute the amount of time spent during the 
last twelve years in the difficult yet exceedingly pleasant employ¬ 
ment of gathering and preserving these mementoes of our worthy 
ancestors, but it is a matter of keen regret that a lack of answers- 
to hundreds of inquiring letters has rendered it impossible to make 
a full report of all the branches of the several families; but I 
think there are few persons in America bearing the family name 
who cannot in this volume find and trace out their ancestral line. 
To the many friends who have furnished family records and bio¬ 
graphical sketches we are greatly indebted, and trust they will find 
ample recompense in the assurance that present and future gen¬ 
erations will appreciate the aid they have rendered in so good a 
work. 

The credit of supplying the funds, thereby making possible the 
publication of so costly a work, belongs to Dr. C. N. Hoagland, as 
stated above. In addition to this he has actively shared in the 
making of the book by visiting the homes of former generations of 
Hoaglands, and making some of the photographs which em¬ 
bellish the work.

BOOK I. 


ORIGIN OF THE NAME; EARLY SETTLEMENT IN AMERICA. 

T HERE is a pleasant flavor of antiquity in the Hoagland 
name. We do not claim to have cleared its origin of all 
obscurity, and yet we reach a highly probable conclusion 
in the light of certain plain historic facts. 

1. At the period of the emigration to America, Hoogelandt was 
an established family name of considerable antiquity in the Nether¬ 
lands ; since we trace it back at least a century in Zeeland and 
Utrecht, and quite as far back in a collateral line of the viscounts 
and governors of Dormael in Brabant (governor also of Gissendam 
and other places), who claimed descent from the ancient lords 
Hoogelant. 

2. These lords Hoogelant bore a coat of arms having three 
crowns across the upper part of the escutcheon, on field azure, 
and on lower half a vine branch, with grapes pendant between two 
leaves, on a field argent - 1 {See frontispiece). 

3. The name being derived, like the great majority of surnames, 
from a country or locality, as its signification (highland) plainly 
indicates, must originally have been written van (from) Hoogelant; 
although the term “van” had evidently fallen into disuse long 
before the emigration to this country, as was the tendency after its 
office had ceased with the death of the original bearer, whose 
descendants, if born elsewhere, could not strictly be designated as 
from Hoogelant. Traces of it, however, are found in the sixteenth 
century; Jasper van Hoogelande being named as presiding coun¬ 
sellor in the court of Utrecht in 1534, and Eeuwoud van Hooge¬ 
lande, bailiff of Middelburg in 1540. 2 

4. The family had spread and formed several distinct branches in 
Holland; because those of the name who emigrated to America

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came at different dates and from different localities, spelled the 
name differently, and also dispensed with the use of the van —this 
omission an evidence, in itself, of the antiquity of the name in those 
branches. 

5. The derivation of the name, or rather the locality whence it 
was derived, seems sufficiently apparent; though, in the absence of 
exhaustive research, it must be accepted rather as an inference 
from certain facts which appear, than as of itself a fact found 
expressly stated. Haagelant, a district of Brabant—so named, as is . 
said, from the Dutch haage, a hedge or thicket, and because it 
abounded in these—seems to bear some relation to the old lordly 
family referred to, as Dormael of the viscounts was in that vicinity. 
The balance of probability is, however, that the more extensive and 
famous district, a division of Ducal Prussia, known anciently as 
Hocherland , but now called Obcrland (both names signifying high¬ 
land , in Dutch hoogeland), has a paramount claim as the source of 
the family name. 

In the thirteenth century, Hocherland, in common with all Prus¬ 
sia, was invaded and subjugated by the Teutonic Knights, who im¬ 
proved and beautified that fertile country by tillage and by build¬ 
ing numerous fine castles and towns; and the fame whereof reach¬ 
ing the Netherlands, many of that people, and among them some 
persons of rank, removed thither (numbers fleeing from troubles 
growing out of the murder of Count Florence V. in 1296), and aid¬ 
ing greatly in the settlement and Christianization of that country, 
and, withal, founding the handsome city of Holland, in the district 
significantly called Prussian Holland. After a possession of nearly 
three centuries, the country, including Hocherland, revolted, and 
took up arms against the Knights and their adherents, great num¬ 
bers of whom, being defeated in various battles, abandoned the 
country, which in 1525, formally submitted to the King of Poland. 
Undoubtedly not a few of these exiles made their escape to the 
Netherlands. It might be, with no ordinary pride, that some of 
these battle scarred warriors, representatives of a Knightly order, 
which had won laurels by its achievements in Palestine, as well as 
in Hocherland, should, on finding a new home in Holland, dis¬ 
tinguish themselves as van Hoogeland, that is, from Hoogeland. 

This may not impress others as it does the writer, 8 after giving 
considerable attention to the local history and the migratory ten¬ 
dencies of those people. The question is not hcnu the name origi¬ 
nated—it must be traced to some wanderer from “ Hoogeland,” 
who in his adopted home called himself, for identification, van

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Hoogeland (or Hoochland, as hereafter to be seen, and which retains 
German feature); but the only real question is where that Hooge¬ 
land was. 

There was, as we know, a village named Hoogland in the province 
of Utrecht and near the city so called; but we can hardly believe 
that a family name so widely spread over the Netherlands—judg¬ 
ing from the incidental mention of it at Amsterdam, Haarlem, the 
Hague, Maerseveen, Utrecht and Middelburgh—could have had a 
common origin at this obscure village. Nor do we find in Holland 
any other village, town or district known by the name of van Hoog¬ 
land or lhe Hoogland; and yet, as late as the period of colonial emi¬ 
gration, persons from that land or place (wherever situated) were 
still finding their way to the ports of Holland, and thence to this 
country. 4 

Four persons of the name of Hoogland emigrated to this country 
during the Dutch rule. These were : 

Cornelis Dircksen Hoochlandt, found here as early as 1638, 
and previously of Amsterdam, as various records show ; 

Christoffel Hooglandt, from Haarlem, whose name first ap¬ 
pears upon our records in 1655; 

Dirck Jansen Hoogland, who came out in 1657 from Maer¬ 
seveen ; and 

Cornells Andrieszen Hoogland, who emigrated from the 
Hague in 1658. 

We have found no direct evidence of blood relationship between 
any of these persons; though the name Dirck, common to three of 
them, might seem to indicate it. And as Christoffel (or Christopher) 
called his eldest son Dirck, that was probably his father’s name, 
and the father of Dirck Jansen being named Jan, the two fathers 
(said Dirck and Jan) could have been brothers also of Cornells 
Dircksen—and all this in harmony with dates and fixed rules of 
Dutch nomenclature. Hut while this is possible, such agreement

touching Christian names, so much in use as were these, may be 
merely accidental; and there is not observed that friendly inter¬ 
course between the several families, and especially that between 
Christopher and the others, which would be expected where so 
close a relationship existed. As to the friendship afterwards sub¬ 
sisting between Dirck Cornelissen (son of Cornelis Dircksen) and 
Dirck Jansen, as shown in their business dealings with each other, 
it may have come about very naturally through marriage, bv which 
means they did become related, and Dirck Cornelissen, though the 
younger of the two, became an uncle to Dirck Jansen. Further¬ 
more, Cornelis Dircksen and Christopher had different ways of 
spelling their name (the one Hoochlandt. the other Hooglandt). 
which docs not favor a near relationship. 

A few words will tell all we know of Cornelis Andrieszen Hoog- 
land. He was a tailor from the Hague, and sailed from Amsterdam 
for New Netherland in the ship Gilded Beaver, May 17, 1658, his 
friend Willem van Vredenburgh, also from the Hague, coming 
with him in the same ship. Soon after their arrival here they are 
found serving as soldiers, and, in 1660, together went with Stuyve- 
sant against the Esopus Indians, which expedition ended in a 
treaty. On June 16, 1661, they received honorable discharge from 
the service, and the remission of their passage money to this 
country. A few weeks later Hoogland married Aet'je Leonarts, 
widow of Jan Perie (with children Marie and Marinus Perie, if then 
living, aged five and three years), and the following year a daughter 
was born to Hoogland, and named Willemtje. Cornelis seems to 
have entered again into the military service, and proved a good 
soldier, as his pay was increased from June 29, 1662. From this 
date no further trace of him has been found, and it is quite proba¬ 
ble that he returned to Holland, in 1664, with the Dutch forces. 
Vredenburgh remained here, where he married just after the con¬ 
quest, and has many descendants. 

The other three Hoaglands remained in this country of their 
adoption, bought land, married and had families. To trace the 
history of these several families in their many branches is the 
object of this work. 

It is well, however, before addressing ourselves to these personal 
and genealogical records to make some note concerning the land 
to which these, our three forefathers, came, and to inquire also why 
they left the land of their birth. Surely they did not emigrate 
because of religious persecution, nor yet for any fault with the 
laws of their “ Stadt,” nor for any misdeed on their part. None of 
these things entered into the reason why they encountered the 
perils of a trackless ocean, and the greater perils of an unknown 
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land. The prime reason and possibly the only one to be given in 
answer to our query is : They came to America in order to better their 
worldly prospects and condition. 

Manhattan Island, the landing place of our worthy Dutch ances¬ 
tors. was, in 1633, merely a small trading depot for those engaged 
in buying and shipping furs. There were but few houses, and the 
best of these were of hewn plank, roofed with thatch ; the others 
were simple huts of bark or sod. Only small clearings were to be 
seen, and a few patches of cultivated ground. “The fur trade 
absorbed what there was of energy or industry.” 

In that year (1633) Wouter van Twiller 6 was appointed Governor 
of the Province. He arrived early in the Spring in the ship Zout- 
berg, accompanied by a force of one hundred and four soldiers. 6 
Van Twiller did not prove himself well qualified to manage the 
affairs of such a colony; yet, when he was removed, in 1638, the 
good burghers of Manhattan Island, by reason of the increased pop¬ 
ulation and the many improvements 7 which had been made in the 
town, proudly named it Niew Amsterdam; and from this date the 
town has continued its growth until it has become the American 
metropolis, and a rival of the largest cities of the Old World. 

During the governorship of Van Twiller, Andries Hudde, one of 
his Council, in partnership with Wolfert Gerritsen. purchased from 
the Indians a tract of land on Long Island, and at about the same 
time Jacob Van Corlear bought an adjoining parcel, and on the 
16th of Juh r , 1636, Van Twiller himself secured a still larger por¬ 
tion. These three purchases are the earliest recorded. They 
included about fifteen thousand acres of the very finest agricultural 
lands, 8 and were afterwards sold in small parcels to the settlers of 
Midwout (Flatbush) and New Amersfoort (Flatlands). They were 
long designated on the map and descriptions of the time as “ Van 
Twiller’s Flats.” 

This section of Long Island was indeed a choice spot for the 
location of plantations and “ bouweries.” In many respects it 
reminded the settler of his fatherland, and it is said that a proposi-

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tion was early made to dig canals and erect dykes in that vicinity. 
No other portion of New Netherlands had a larger Dutch repre¬ 
sentation than did the five Long Island towns, Midwout, Breucketen, 
New Utrecht, New Amersfoort and Gravesend. 

As we note the character and location of this beautiful stretch of 
land, we do not wonder that the newcomers to Manhattan were so 
eager to secure homes and farms in such a favored locality. High 
hills, covered with giant trees, sheltered from the cold winds of the 
north ; its luxuriant fields, gently sloping to the shores of the out¬ 
spreading ocean, and the grandest bay of the world. Springs of 
pure water bubbled and ran into brooklets; meadows, green with 
the richest of grasses, spread out their unmeasured acres, while the 
fertile soil required but the most primitive forms of cultivation to 
yield ample returns to the husbandman. 

We may name 1636-7 as the date of the beginning of these towns, 
although Dr. Strong, in his History of Flatbush, seems to think that 
as early as 1624 there were a few scattered settlers. 8 In 1647 the 
population of the entire province of New Netherland was oni^ 
about 1,200; and in 1673, when the English again returned to 
authority, it was about 6,000. In 1698 a careful and systematic cen¬ 
sus by counties w as taken, and the total number of men, women 
and children, including negroes, was 18,067. 10 Kings County had 
308 men, 332 women, 1,081 children, 296 negroes. Of these 294 men 
had taken the oath of allegiance 11 in the year 1687, showing that 
all but fourteen of the men were Dutch settlers. 

The first comers to New Netherland were as anxious to have 
church and educational privileges as were their Puritan neighbors. 
With Van Twiller came Dominie Bogardus, 18 and the first school¬ 
master, Adam Roelandsen. History has been well served by the 
church records kept by the successive Dutch ministers; 18 and no 
doubt our present public school system is indebted for its incep-

tion to the early schools of New Amsterdam, where the expense of 
their support was met by a general tax. 

The first church in New Amsterdam was built on a sightly spot, 
near what is now Pearl street, between Whitehall and Broad streets. 
It was barn-like in appearance, yet it seemed to satisfy the demands 
of its plain occupants for a number of years. Here, on Sundays, 
were gathered devout worshippers to listen to their beloved Dom¬ 
inie. They came not only from New Amsterdam, but also from the 
distant Long Island towns, and from Communipaw and Paulus 
Hoeck. 14 

The Long Island members of this congregation soon found that 
the distance was too great for them; so, in 1654, the people of 
Midwout began the erection of a church building for themselves, 
and invited the Rev. Johannes Theodorus Polhemus to become 
their minister. 16 This edifice was the first building erected on 
Long Island for church purposes. It was in the form of a cross, 
60 by 28 feet in length and breadth, posts 14 feet in height. The 
rear part was fitted up for the residence of the minister. The 
inhabitants of Brueckelen and New Amersfoort assisted in erecting 
and sustaining this church. 

The first dwellings of the settlers were no doubt as primitive as 
the Indian wigwam, a mere protection from the storm and cold. A 
little later the houses may have been of such style as that built 
for Schoolmaster Roelandsen, an agreement to build which is still 
preserved. It was “thirty feet in length, eighteen feet wide, eight 
feet high ; to be tight clap-boarded and roofed with reeden thatch ; 
have an entry three feet wide, two doors, a pantry, slaapbanck, a 
staircase and a mantel piece,—all to be ready by May 1, 1642.” 16 
For this house the schoolmaster was to pay a sum equal to about 
$140; one-half when the timber was on the ground, the other half 
when the building was finished. 

By the commencement of the eighteenth century the well-to-do 
farmer had a commodious and comfortable dwelling. The first 
story was of stone or frame, covered with cedar shingles, and a 
long, picturesquely curving roof formed the porch and “stoop,” 
making also a roomy garret or second story, often used for the

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storage of grain and meal. The family rooms were all on the lower 
floor, of which the kitchen was the one principally used. A huge 
fireplace very often extended across the whole end of this room, 
and furnished all the necessary accommodation for cooking and 
warmth, affording light also during the long Winter evenings. 

Some of these old-time buildings have been preserved, and not a 
few living members of our worthiest families remember that they 
were graduated from such homesteads, and they now look back 
with laudable pride and pleasure to the days spent amid those sur¬ 
roundings. 17 

Having thus taxed the time and patience of the reader, in order 
to set before him a slight description of the localities chosen by our 
ancestors for their farms and dwellings, we will now undertake to 
give some account of them and their descendants, basing our state¬ 
ments upon the records of the several families and other documen¬ 
tary proofs.

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BOOK II. 


GENEALOGY OF COERNF.LIS DIERCKSEN HOOCHLANDT. 

T HE first of the Hoaglands who came hither from Holland 
wrote his name as above. Our earlier local histories 
speak of him as a “ferryman.” He was born in 1599, at 
Amsterdam; that is, if allusions to that city, hereafter 
noticed, do not deceive us. He was living in New Netherland as 
early as July 24, 1638 ;|| but how much earlier is not known, as our 
records do not go back of that year. He had recently married 
Aeltie Ariaens, the widow of Jacob Diercksen Vogel, hereafter 
named. On the date last given, Hoochlandt received from Wouter 
Van Twiller, late Governor, a number of goats, for whose care and 
keeping he was to have the milk; 1 whence we conclude that he 
had turned his attention to farming. But if not then, he was soon 
after, also filling the office of ferryman between New Amsterdam 
and Long Island, having for the accommodation of passengers his 
ferry-house, which was likewise a tavern, near the present Peck 
Slip, and another house with ample farming lands on the Brooklyn 
side. 

Mrs. Lamb states that before Governor Kieft reached New Am¬ 
sterdam, in March, 1638, “ a ferry to Long Island had been estab¬ 
lished from the vicinity of Peck Slip to a point a little below the 
present Fulton Ferry. Cornelis Dircksen [Hoochlandt], who had 
a farm in that vicinity, came at the sound of a horn, which hung 
against a tree, and ferried the waiting passengers across the river

From various other references to him in our early records, it will 
be seen that he was a stirring, capable business man, and possessed 
of means and influence. 

On August 5, 1638, he makes a complaint before the Governor 
and Council against Adriana Cuveille, wife of Jan Damon ; verdict 
for plaintiff. 2 Adriana (by her first husband, Gulian Vinge) was 
the mother of Jean Vinge, the first white person born in New 
Netherland. 

On March 22, 1639, IToagland, as husband of Aeltie Ariaens, exe¬ 
cutes two powers of attorney to Magdalena Luycas, living in old 
Amsterdam. One of these was to collect from the Directors of the 
East India Company, in the City of Middleburgh, the sum of 175 
guilders, belonging to the estate of Jan Jansen van Guysendam, 
who sailed as gunner in the ship Middleburgh in 1665 to the East 
Indies, and left that vessel in 1636 for the ship Arms of Hoorn, 
which said sum remained due to him as appears from the written 
statement of said Jacob Diercksen Vogel. 3 The other was to 
empower said Magdalena Luycas to collect for Hoogland 23 guild¬ 
ers due him, and originating from a house of Annetje van Breucke- 
len. 4

“ Before me, Cornelis van Tienhoven, Secretary here in New Netherland on behalf of the 
General Privileged W. I. Company, and the undersigned witnesses appeared to-day, date under¬ 
written, Cornelis Diercksen Hoochlant, having married Aeltje Ariens, widow of Jacob Diercksen 
Vogel, deceased, both to me the Secretary well known; and as such he has authorized and given 
power of attorney, as he hereby does to Magdalena Luycas, living in the city of Amsterdam, to 
demand from the noble Lords Directors of the Privileged East India Company, Department of 
Amsterdam, in the city of Middelborch, for him, Cornelis Dieksen in his aforesaid quality, the 
sum of 175 guilders, the guilder at 20 stivers, coming from Jansen van Guysendam, who sailed 
as gunner on the ship ‘Middelborch’ to the East Indies in 1635, and went over to the ship 
‘ Arms of Hoorn ’ in 1636, which said sum belongs to him in his aforesaid quality, as proved by 
the handwriting thereof, made to the order of Jacob Diercksen Vogel. 

He therefore gives to said Magdalena Luycas full power to demand the said from the said 
Lords Directors, and to dispose of it according to the instructions given and received, to pass 
receipt, and to do in my name all which is necessary, promising to sanction whatever shall be 
done by her. Done in presence of the witnesses named below, at Fort Amsterdam, in New 
Netherland, this 22 d of March, 1639. CORNELIS DIERCKSEN.”

Netherland, appeared to-day, date underwritten, and in presence of the witnesses named below, 
Cornelis Dircksen Hochlant, as husband and guardian of his wife Aeltjen Arians, both to me

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On January 24, 1643, Hoogland conveys to Willem Tomassen, for 
2,300 guilders ($920) a house, garden and 16 or 17 morgen (say about 
33 acres) of land on Long Island, together with the ferry and his 
right of ferriage ; provided Director Kieft would give his consent. 
It is presumed that consent was given, as Hoogland “ is known ” to 
have left the ferry, though he was again “ ferryman ” nine years 
later, under Stuyvesant. 5 

On April 28, 1643, Hoogland gets a “ground brief,’’ or patent, 
from the Director and Council, for a piece of land, 2 morgen (4 
acres), near the ferry, on Long Island. 

On December 21, 1643, he closes the sale of some cows to Teunis 
Nyssen by taking his note for 400 guilders. 6 

On December 12, 1645, he gets a patent for 12 morgen, 157 rods of 
land on Long Island, next to Henry Brasier (in Brooklyn). 7 

On August 10, 1647, Hoogland gives a power of attorney to 
Volckert Douwesen, of Albany, to collect money due him from the 
West India Company of Amsterdam. 8 

On January 4, 1652, Cornelis Dircksen Hoogland, ferryman, con¬ 
veys to Cornelis de Potter 9 a lot of land, house and barn, situate 
on Long Island, near the ferry; same as that patented to him 
April 28, 1643. 10 

On December 3, 1652, Cornelis Dircksen Hoogland, ferrymasier, 
conveys to Cornelis de Potter 2 morgen, 67rods of land, with 
buildings; as per patent to him of April 28, 1643 (apparently same 
land out of same patent as preceding). 11 

On October 15, 1653, Cornelis Dircksen Hoogland, ferryman, 
buys of Daniel Whitehead, the house and lot at the ferry, Brook¬ 
lyn, which Whitehead bought of Jan Haes, June 2, 1653. 12 

On July 9, 1655, Cornelis Dircksen Hoogland and Dirck Corne- 
lissen (his son), with the other Dutch inhabitants of Gravesend, 
having met together at Midwout (Flatbush), sign a communication 


hereby does, to Magdalena Luycas, living at Amsterdam, to demand for and in behalf of the 
constituent from the Honble Orphan Masters of the city of Amsterdam the sum of 23 guilders 
arising from the auction of Annetje van Breuckelen, which sum belongs to him in his quality as 
aforesaid.

to the Governor and Council, stating that the English at Gravesend 
interfere with the rights of the Dutch residents in the choice of 
town officers, and declare that no Dutchman shall hold office there. 

On February 7, 1657, Cornelis Dircksen, late ferryman, among 
others living at “the ferry,” is taxed 10 florins toward Dominie 
Polhemus’ salary. 

On February 10, 1660, Hoogland sold to William Goulden the 
plantation lot No. 3, in Gravesend. 

On May 7, 1660, Hoogland, at New Amsterdam, conveys to “ Joris 
Jacobsen from Amsterdatn, a house lot, with buildings thereupon, 
lying at the ferry upon Long Island, long at the east side 13 rods, 
at the west side 12 rods, broad at the south side 6 rods, at the north 
side 6 rods, and that by virtue of a bill of sale obtained by the said 
Cornelis Dircksen from Jan Haes, bearing date the 15th October, 
1653.” 18 

On November 29, 1660, he sold to Stevense Coertse Van Voor- 
hees, for 3,000 guilders, 31 morgen of land in Flatlands, with the 
house and house lot in the village and the brewery, brewing appa¬ 
ratus, etc. 

On April 8, 1662, Cornelis Dircksen Hoogland (having made a 
visit to Holland, probably for the purpose of settling up his affairs 
there), embarked at Amsterdam for this country, with his wife, his 
son Dirck, aged 24 years, and his daughter, aged 21 years, in the 
ship “ Hope,” Skipper Peter Aemilius. 

On February 20, 1664, Cornelis Dircksen (Hoogland) residing at 
the Ferry, Brooklyn, aged 65 years, testified to the disorderly pro¬ 
ceedings of Capt. John Scott and his Englishmen, in their attempt 
to subvert the Dutch government. 14

Jacobs, with such right and title as the same had possessed desisting by these of all right and 
pretence who he had uppon the above written Lott of ground and building could have a pre¬ 
tend, promising by that reason this transport to keepe irrevocable according to Law. In witness 
whereof signed in the first Amsterdam. In the New Netherlands the 7th day of May 1660 was 
signed Cornells Dircksn hooglant ait the side. 

(Signed) NICASIN DE SILLE [l. s.] 
agreed with the record C V. Ruyven Secre.”

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Mr. Hoogland and his wife Aeltie Ariaens were both living Feb¬ 
ruary 19, 1668, and present in New York at the baptism of their 
grandson. But Hoogland is not named in the list of Brooklyn 
freeholders for 1675 and 1676. On the other hand his son, Dirck 
Cornelissen Hoogland, is on both lists. In 1675 he is taxed on 8 
morgen of land, and has three adult males in his family; in 1676 he 
is taxed on 15 morgen, and has but one adult male (himself) in 
family. It is presumed that one of the males in the first list was his 
father, who would then have been 76 years of age, and may have 
died in the interim. Certain it is that he is not named among the 
church members in Brooklyn in 1677, nor (as living) in any other 
record, so far as known, after 1668.

By one of these 
Dirck Jansen Hoogland, of Flatbush, conveys to Dirck Cornelissen 
Hoogland of Richmond County, a certain property at Bedford, in 
Brooklyn (see account of Dirck Jansen Hoogland), and which, on 
the same date, Dirck Cornelissen convej r s to Jan Geritsen Dor- 
land. It seems probable that Dirck Cornelissen was living on this 
property at Bedford as early as May 18, 1671, on which day he 
accompanied Jan Louwe Bogart, then “living at Bedford,” to Har¬ 
lem, to act as a witness to the contract for the purchase of a piece 
of property there. 1 " In another deed of April 29, 1689, Dirck Cor¬ 
nelissen, after acknowledging that his father, Cornelis Dircksen 
Hoogland, deceased, did sell to Joris Jacobsen a certain lot of land 
at the ferry in Brooklyn, formerly occupied by his said father, and

Dirck Cornelissen Hoogland died between April 2i, 1701, and 
March 15, 1705, dates of the making of his will and its admission to 
probate. His widow afterwards removed to New York—where her 
sons Johannes and Adrian were living—and united with the Dutch 
Church there by certificate from Staten Island, August 30, 1709. 
She died about 1712, as appears from the inventor}'of her estate.

Jan. 10, 1710, Adrian Hooglandt , with a number of other merchants, farmers, millers, etc., 
purchased about 9,000 acres of land, known as the 44 Harlingen tract,” in Somerset Co., N. J., 
between the Millstone and Raritan Rivers. Another tract of 1,100 acres, at the junction of 
Rocky Brook and Millstone Brook, had been previously purchased in 1707. This latter tract 
was sold in 1751, by the heirs of Adrian Hooglandt, to Andrew Home, of Scotland. See Deeds

Adrian Hooglandt , with other merchants and traders in the city of New York, petition 
the Queen, on Feb. 12, 37H, that “her Majesty's frigate and war vessels may be restrained 
from carrying merchandise between New York and the West Indies, as the practice which has 
continued for many years past has greatly diminished the trade and navigation of said city,, 
depriving us by that means of the benefit and advantage of carrying the same with our own 
vessels, whereby the merchants of our city are discouraged for laying out their money in the 
building of shipping, to the ruin of many families and to the prejudice of all the trades and 
inhabitants of the city and province in general.”

and that of Aaltje y dau. of John Hagemont and Elisabeth Houghland on Oct. 16, 1720, 
proves conclusively that she was not the daughter of Joris Hogelandt (5), as Mr. Greenwood 
has been led to suppose.

Jan. 21, 1716, Dirck Hoogelant and Mayke Van Kerk are witnesses to the baptism of 
Alicia, daughter of Jan and Alicia Van Kerk, at Freehold, N. J. 

March 2, 1716, Dirck Hoogelant and Elizabeth Hoogelant are witnesses to baptism of 
Joost, son of Joost Van Pelt. 
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The farm or plantation which Derrick bought, and on which all his 
after life was spent, consisted of about 450 acres, situated in Feaster- 
ville, Southampton township, Bucks Co., Pa. 69 He also, at different 
times, made other purchases in the vicinity, so that at the time of 
his death he was one of the largest land owners in the township. 

On October 30, 1734, Dirck, with others who had formed them¬ 
selves into a church society, sent a letter to Rotterdam, Holland, 
requesting that a suitable minister be sent over to them for their 
new church. In response to this letter the Rev. Petrus Hendricus 
Dorsius came and was duly installed as their pastor in 1737. A 
little later he married Jenneke , the eldest daughter of Dirck Hoge- 
land (24). 

Dirck Hogeland was a generous supporter of the church and an 
office bearer therein during his life time. 60 The record of his life 
is that of a prosperous, good man, trusted by his neighbors and 
loved by his family. He was the progenitor of the numerous family 
bearing his name in Pennsylvania, a family noted for their “stal¬ 
wart sons,” their “ honesty,” and their “ longevity.” The Bible 
record, kept by Dirck himself, gives a clear account of his family, 
marking very plainly their pedigree. 

His will, 61 dated December 7, 1775, and proven August 1, 1778,

60 Dirck Hogelant subscribed for the Dominie’s salary and farm, *738 ; is treasurer of 
the church in 1740 ; subscribes .£1.10 for the salary of Dom. Dorsius, 1744 ; subscribes for the 
horse, saddle and bridle of student Jonathan Du Bois in 1748 ; subscribes £\ for new church 
building in Northampton in 1750 ; and when the building was finished he had pew No. 12; 
Joris Hoghlandt had No. 35 ; Daniel Hoghlandt Nos. 31 and 32, and Marrite Hogeland No. 8. 
The men and women did not sit together, but on opposite sides of the church. 

Johannes Hoogland was chosen Kerkmaster in 1762, and Dirck Hogelant, Jr., held that 
office in 1770. In 1789 Dirck Hogeland and his father-in-law, John Stevens, held pew No. 17. 
John Hogeland had No. 4. Daniel and Henry Hogeland had the last pew against the wall to 
the left of the pulpit. 

On July 8, 1774, Dirck Hogeland (Sen.) signs subscription list for the salary of Rev. Marti- 
nus Schoonmaker, and Dirck Hogeland, Jr., signs right under him.

The Seventh Day of December in the Year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and 
seventy five, I Dirck Hogeland of Southampton Township, in the County of Bucks, and Prov¬ 
ince of Pennsylvania Yeoman, being of sound mind & Memory, do make and ordain this my 
last Will and Testament, in manner following, that is to say, Imprimis.

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BOOK III. 


GENEALOGY OF CHRISTOFF EL HOOGLANDT. 

T HIS sturdy pioneer 1 was born in Holland in 1634. He 
came from Haarlem to New Amsterdam when but a 
youth. He was clerk for a mercantile house, and it 
appears that on his coming of age he commenced busi¬ 
ness for himself. In 1655 his name appears on the records of the 
Burgomasters and Schepens Court. 2 We infer from the previous 
silence of the records regarding him that he had but lately arrived 
in this country. 3 He next comes to our notice on the 16th of 
March, 1661, when he united with the Dutch Church in New Am¬ 
sterdam. 

The fact that so many respectable persons from Haarlem were 
then living in New Amsterdam, as Johannes de Puyster, Abraham 
van Duzer, William de Groot, Abraham de La Noy, Anthony de 
Mill, Gerrit Roos, Johannes Verbrugge and Cornells Steinwyck, 
all of more or less note, starts the query whether Hooglandt may 
not have come out with some one of these as a business assistant.

There is something pleasant about these good old Dutch names borne 
by our worthy ancestors. And they meant something, too; as, Christopher, the Christ- 
bearer ; Dirck, the Patriot or People's Friend ; and John, the mercy 0/the Lord,

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for he seems to have been bred to a mercantile life. 4 Evidently he 
had been well educated, and was of a good family. 

The next notice of him is on April 24, 1661, when he stands as 
witness at the baptism of a child of Martin Abrahams, who had 
arrived here a year before from Bloemendael. On June 23d ensu¬ 
ing, his intended marriage with Miss Catrina Cregier, a young 
woman born here in 1645, anf l the daughter of Capt. Martin Cre¬ 
gier, a noted officer under Kieft and Stuyvesant, was formally 
announced from the pulpit of the church in the fort. This alliance 
was not only calculated to give young Hooglandt a social standing, 
but shows that he was even then held in esteem. He must have 
already obtained some prominence as a merchant, because, on Octo¬ 
ber 21, 1661, he and Hendrick Willemsen, baker, “ as having a better 
knowledge of bread,” were appointed by the Court of Burgomasters 
and Schepens to put in force an ordinance passed on that date 
regulating the quality, weight and price of bread, and the forbid¬ 
ding of bakers “to bake any more koeckjes, jumbles or sweet 
cake.” 5 

While yet young he was regarded as a leading citizen. On the 
conquest of the country by the English in 1664, he, as Schepen, 
though not joining with those who urged surrender without resist¬ 
ance, made the best of the situation, and took the oath of allegiance. 
Evidently a man of sterling character, we see him filling his place 
with the best of the citizens. 

On May, 1666, he sat as a juryman with Francis Rombouts, Gulian 
Verplanck, William Bogardus, Johannes De Puyster and others, 
on an important case before the Mayor’s Court, relating to the 
“ Bronck's Land ” in Westchester County. At this date he was

Covert Loockerman was the original patentee cf property in “ Hoogh Straat.” He resided 
on the north side of the present Hanover Square. He was a shipping merchant, his partner 
being Isaac Allerton (one of the New England pilgrims). Loockerman was one of the 
wealthiest citizens of his time. He died 1671, leaving widow Mary, two daughters and a son. 
One daughter married Pieter Cornelisen Vandeveer, and secondly Jacob Leisler. The widow 
Loockerman died 1678, and the son Jacob, who was a physician, soon after sold the property 
to his brother-in-law, Jacob Leisler, and removed to St. Mary’s, Maryland, where the family 
name is still known. 

Covert Loockerman’s Bible, containing his family record, is now in the Archives of the 
American Bible Society, marked “ C. No. 48'’ of their index, and is a valuable antiquarian 
relic.

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living in the Hooge Street, 6 supposed to have been a part of the 
present Pearl Street, west side of Broad, his lot being described as 
“ Hoogland's Corner, front to ye bridge, 50 feet to ye Pearl Street.” 7 
His dwelling stood on the Pearl Street side. The bridge was that 
crossing the canal, which at that date ran through Broad Street. 
He was also the owner of other property in the city. On May 21, 
1669, being at this time an Alderman, he purchased from William 
Van Borden a house and lot “outside the Land Gate [at Wall Street 
and Broadway], and south of the house of Gerrit Hendricksen, the 
blaauw boer,” 8 and there he spent the remainder of his days. He 
also bought land near the house of the noted Capt. Jacob Leisler 
from ex-Governor Stuyvesant. 9 In 1676 two farm lots (govern¬ 
ment grants) were surveyed for Mr. Hooglandt upon Staten Island. 10

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He was also the owner of several tracts of land in the States of New 
York and New Jersev. 11 

On the New Amsterdam Court records, 1662, we find Hooglandt 
becoming bail for Nathaniel Green, a Boston merchant. 18

“ Layde out by the Surveyor Genii, two tracts of land lying and being at Haquiquenanck, 
upon the Pasawack River for Xtopher Hoghlant. Imprimus 158 acres of land beginning at a 
stake planted by a small creek, from thence running north as the creek runs, forty-two chains 
to a swamp tree marked on four sides, standing by the said creek ; from thence running E. N. 
E. eighteen chains to a stump marked on four sides, standing by a path ; from thence running 
south twenty-nine chains to a stake marked on four sides, standing by the Indian burial place ; 
from thence running east thirty chains along the river side, by an Indian wigwam ; from 
thence running south thirty-five chains, ye point of the Necke, also from thence running N. 
W. and W. forty chains to ye stake where it began. Bounded on ye S. and E. by Pasaic 
River; W. by a small creek, and N. part by land not yet surveyed and part by the said river.’ 
See also Whitehead’s East Jersey , pp. 266, 274 ; also Danker’s Journal , p. 15Q, for further 
account of this tract. 

The other tract of 120 acres joins the above on the westerly side. This survey is dated 
July 13, 1678 ; made by Robert Vanquellin, and is recorded in Liber ii., page 88, designated as 
Cartarct’s Conveyances, Gen. Survey Office^ Perth Amboy. And on p. 4 of said Liber ii. 
(Reversed) is the record of the grant of said two tracts from Gov. Phillip Cartaret to Xtopher 
Hoagland, of New York, merchant, dated July 15, 1678. 

These two tracts, 278 acres, were sold by Christoffel Hooglandt to Hartman Macheelson, 
farmer of the “town of Guardulpa ” in “sd. province of Nova Cesearea or New Jersey,” on 
Feb. 16, i6|®» but was not fully conveyed until April 23, 1696, as appears by Record of East 
Jersey Deeds , Vol. F., p. 585. See Dirck Hooglandt (2)—Note 23. 

The above mentioned “ Hartman Macheelson ” appeared on the official record as “ Hart¬ 
man Vreeland.” He is the progenitor of the Vreelands. Mr. William Nelson, Sec. of the 
N. J. Historical Society, writes: “ The first deed for land in the present Passaic County, N. J., 
was to Christoffel Hoogland in 1678. It was for two tracts of land, one of 158 and the other of 
120 acres, lying on opposite sides of the Vreeland brook, now largely used as the tail of the 
Dundee Canal. The tract is, and for many years has been, known as the Dundee section of 
Passaic City, in Passaic County, comprising the First Ward of that city, and perhaps part of 
the Fourth Ward. 

“ Hoogland sold to Hartman Vreeland, who was one of the Acquackanonk patentees, and 
when the patent was granted for Acquackanonk, 4 Hartman’s Island,’ including the Hoogland 
patent, was excepted. There is in existence an old copy, in Dutch, of the grant to Hoogland, 
from which I infer that the original deed from the Indians was in that language. The deed 
from Sir George Carteret was, of course, in the English language with, as I recollect, some 
Dutch idioms. In the Dutch copy one of the points mentioned is ‘deWilden’s huis,’ or 
Indian's hut. There was an Indian buiying ground at the north end of the tract, on a high 
bank overlooking the Passaic River. There is a local tradition from Dutch sources that 
Hoogland was 4 Panmann 1 or secretary to Governor Carteret, and received the grant of this 
tract as a reward for his services—a tradition which, so far as I am aware, has not the slightest 
foundation in fact. There is no reason to think that Hoogland ever settled at Acquackanonk. 
I think —writing from memory—that the deed from Hoogland to Vreeland was given in 1679. 
Hartman was then known as Hartman Michielson—being a son of Michael Jansen, a prominent 
and picturesque figure in the history of New Netherland.” 

(We have here an illustration of the difficulty often found in tracing families of Dutch 
descent because of the changes made in the names.) 

13 April 18, 1662. The Hon. Court of this city issued an order against Nathaniel Green, 
an “ English merchant living at Boston,” for the payment of certain moneys, and Daniel Van 
Donck and Christoffel Hooghlant on the 20th became Green’s bail in the sum of 2,000 gl. in 
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On February 2, 1672, “Mr. Christopher Hoagland” and others 
were appointed to arrange a difference between Capt. Jacques Cor- 
telyou and the town of New Utrecht. When New York was recap¬ 
tured, and temporarily in the hands of the Dutch, Lieut. Christopher 
Hoogland and the other militia officers, showed great zeal in forti¬ 
fying the city; and, being assembled at the fort on December 19, 
1673, were publicly thanked by Gov. Colve, and took the oath of 
fidelity. 

With Peter Jacobsen Marius, Mr. Hoogland was designated, June 
21, 1674, to appraise the sloop Edmond and Mathew, Capt. Richard 
Pattishall, with its cargo of tobacco, which had been captured and 
brought to this port by the Dutch Captain, Cornelis Ewoutsen. In 
the meantime, certain merchandise sent from London, consigned 
to Hoagland, was carried into Boston, confiscated and sold as a 
prize. 13 

This formed the subject of petitions to the Governor of New 
York in 1676 and 1677, in which his fellow merchants, Rombouts 
and Verplanck, joined with him, as having sustained similar losses. 

On March 12, 1676, being “Monday in the afternoon about five 
o'clock,” Mr. Hoogland and his wife Catharine Cregier—“the testa¬ 
tor sickly and the testatrix going and sound of body”—made their 
joint will, which was drawn up by William Bogardus, 13 ^ Notary, and 
witnessed by their friends, Francis Rombonts and Paul Richard, 
merchants. It provided for the ultimate and equal division of 
the property among their present children, viz.: Dirck, Harman, 
Martin, Christopher and Francis De Groot Hoogland; and “the 
children which they may by the blessing of God get in the future.” 
The wisdom of this last provision became obvious when another 
son was born to them four years later, and whom they named Har¬ 
man, the first child of that name having died. Surviving eight 
3'ears, Mr. Hoogland attained again the position of Alderman in 
1678. 

His death took place on February 8, 1684, when he was probablv 
about fifty years of age. His will was proved in the Court of 
Record, May 11, 1686, and recorded on the 22d of the same month, 
and administration was granted to his widow April 14, 1687. 14 She

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was then a resident of Pearl Street, her father, Capt. Cregier. occu¬ 
pying the same or adjoining premises. 

On October 3, 1688, the widow Hoogland signed a marriage con¬ 
tract with Roeloff Martinsen Schenck, 13 a prominent and wealthy 
resident of Flatlands, to whom she was married on the 9th of No¬ 
vember following. She thereupon removed with her younger 
children to “The Bay,” as Flatlands was familiarly called, and 
where she was still living September 4, 1704, the date of Mr. 
Schenck's will. There her youngest son, Harman, spent his life. 
It was in this way that the family was drawn to Long Island, and 
not (as might be plausibly conjectured) through any tie of kinship 
with the Flatbush Hooglands. 

Christopher Hoagland had the following children, all except 
Martin, named in the baptismal register of the Collegiate Dutch 
Church, New York. The dates are those of baptism ; the names 
appended are those of god parents or witnesses : 

Dirck, November 1, 1662. Martin Cregier, Elizabeth Cregier. 

Elizabeth, October 29, 1664. Martin Cregier and wife Elizabeth, 
and Hendrick Iluygen. 

Harman, January 31, 1666. Martin Cregier, Elizabeth Cregier. 

Christopher, November 24, 1669. No witnesses. 

Francis, April 1, 1672. Isaac Bedlo, Elizabeth De Potter. 

Jacob, October 25, 1676. Andries Teller, Annetie Bordinge. 

Harman, March 28, 1681. William Bogardus, Rebecca Dervall. 

Of these, Elizabeth, Harman (1st) and Jacob evidently died 
young; nor have we any evidence that Martin or Francis reached 
manhood. The sons Dirck, Christopher and Harman (2d), usually 
called Harmanus, are the only ones whose descendants have been 
traced. It will be noticed that none of the other Hooglands living 
in the vicinity of New York at that time, appear among the god¬ 
parents at the above baptisms. This is pretty conclusive as against 
any near relationship between Christopher Hoogland and the 
others, especially as we consider how customary it was with the 
Dutch for the nearest of kin to stand as witnesses on such occa¬ 
sions, and to have their names recorded. 

Dirck Hoogland, son of Christopher, married at New York, Au¬ 
gust 4, 1687, Maria, daughter of Jacob and Maria (Montayne) Kip. 16 

16 “ Roelof Martinsen of the Bay in Kings Co., L. I., and Katharine, his wife, the said 
Roelof being the now husband of Katharine Hoghlandt, the late widow of Christopher Hogh- 
landt, deceased,” sells on July 14, 1698, to Hannah De la Vail, of the City of Philadelphia, in 
Penn., widow, a tenement and lot of land in New York, bounded on the west by the Kings 
Highway, or Broadway, etc. New York Deeds , xxi., 301.

Jacob Kip died about 1690. See N. Y. Geneal. and Biog. Rec ., viii., 125, for account 
of the Kip family. 
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He joined the Dutch church there on the profession of his faith, 
March 2, 1699. 17 In 1701 he and his brother Christopher lived in 
the South Ward, were of the Leislerian party, and took part in the 
election of Brant Schuyler as alderman, over which election there 
was a sharp contest. 18 On the other side (or anti-Leislerian) was 
Adrian Hoogland of the East Ward, merchant, who was of the 
Cornelis Dircksen Hoogland family. Christopher subsequently to 
1703 removed to the Raritan, New Jersey. Of Dirck’s family it has 
only been ascertained that there were three children baptized in 
New York, namely, Catrina, August 13, 1698; Maria, May 21, 1701, 
and Maria (2d), July 7, 1703. 

Christopher Hoogland, son of Christopher, married (1st) Sarah 
Tellett, by license of February 15, 1695. She dying within a year or 
two, he married (2d) Helena, daughter of John and Adriana Mid- 
dagh, of Brooklyn, where for a time he resided, being named in the 
census of that town, in 1698, as having a wife, but no child. In 
1701 he was again a resident of New York, and had, in 1703, a wife 
and two small children. He removed to the Raritan prior to 1717, 
in which year his wife Helena united with those who organized the 
“Church of the River and Lawrence Brook,” now New Bruns¬ 
wick. 19 Several of Mrs. Hoogland’s brothers had settled on the 
Raritan. 20 

Mr. Hoogland’s sons were Christophre and John, of Millstone, 
Somerset Co., N. J., and Martinus, of Windsor, Middlesex Co. 
These were all living May 6, 1765, when Christopher sold to his said 
two brothers his share of certain property in New' York, which had 
come to their father Christopher from his parents, Christopher 
Hoogland and Katrina Cregier. It also appears that in 1787 Okev 
Hoogland, of Burlington, N. J., was son and heir of said Mar¬ 
tinus, late of Windsor; that said John (called Squire) had as eldest 
son and heir Christopher (in 1787), late of Windsor, deceased, whose 
onh' children were Margaret, then the widow Crombrough, and 
Dinah, wife of John Lambert. 

Christopher Hoogland, baptized in New York, September 17, 
1699, being the eldest son of Christopher and grandson of Christo¬ 
pher and Katrina, had a dozen or more children, of whom the eldest 
son Christopher, born 1727, married Sarah-, and died in Somer-

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set County, N. J., between 1801 and 1805, being father of Isaac, 
born 1772, who was father of Andrew, the father of Dr. Cornelius 
N. Hoagland. 

In accordance with the purpose and plan of this work we now 
proceed to give a more particular account of the descendants of 
Christopher Hoogland, tracing the line for more than two hundred 
years. 

1 Chkistoffei. Hooglandt. A sketch of him is given at the 
beginning of this book. As already stated he was the father of 
seven sons and one daughter.

This Jan Aertsen 
Middagh was the first sheriff of Perth Amboy, and he is recorded as John Harrison , and 
under that name a memorial tablet was, in 1825, erected to his memory in St. Peter’s Church, 
Perth Amboy. To this church, about the year 1705, he gave 12 acres of land. His name also 
appears as agent for the N. J. Proprietors in locating and buying Indian rights. In 1717 he 
bought 3,000 acres of land at what is now Basking Ridge. As late as 1738, in a deed to Adrian 
Hoogland of land at Amwell, he signs his name John Arrison. He was a brother to Helena, 
wife of Christopher Hoogland (6). 

Derrick Middagh, another brother of Helena, also often appears in the Records of Hunter¬ 
don and Somerset Counties. 
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time in Flatlands, L. I.,* 7 and afterward lived near the Raritan 
River in New Jersey. A deed in possession of the family shows 
that he bought from Cornelius Powell, in I7ii,atract of land in 
Piscataway township, Middlesex County, on the east side of the 
Raritan River; and in the deed he is referred to as Christopher 
Hoogland, late of Flatlands, L. I. 28 This tract contained 104 acres. 
This he sold, and on October 26, 1727, he bought from William 
Beekman 250 acres on the Millstone River.

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Voorhis, of Flatlands.- 18 She was born about 1704, and probably 
died before 1745. 49 This Christopher Hooglandt appears to have 
bought land in the township of Franklin, Somerset County, N. J., 
about 1740, but did not settle there, as is evident from his will.

I give all my real estate to my son John, to him his heirs and assigns forever, he 
paying out the aforesaid legacies ; and also all my personal estate excepting my household 
furniture, that to be divided between my two sons and daughter—my sons each two shares, to 
my daughter one. And lastly I nominate, make and ordain my son John Hoogland and my 
loving friend Christopher Hoagland sole executors of this my last will and testament, to take 
care to see the same performed according to the true intent and meaning thereof, and I do 
hereby revoke and disannul all former wills and testaments by me heretofore made, and declare 
this only and no other to be my last will and testament.

My chair was returned by Christopher M. Hoagland, which Cornelius bor¬ 
rowed to bring Martin Hoagland to Brunswick, and from thence he went to Burlington [where 
Col. Okey lived in 1787], and back to Brunswick, and then to New York, and from thence 
home to Mt. Pleasant, and thence back to New York, and from thence home, and lost my chair 
whip, and let it [the chair] stand in the rain, so that the cushion was almost rotten, and the 
cloth also.” 
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He was buried in the family burying ground on his farm, within 
•sight of the house. The inscription upon the plain memorial 
stone tells of his birth and death, adding truly,

He directs that so 
much of his estate be set apart that his wife may have annually from the interest thereof 
44 ^450, York money during her life time or while she remains his widow, after that the same to 
be divided among his children and grand children, ^50 apiece for the children and ,650 for son 
Isaac's children, they sharing alike ; and ^50 for daughter Idah’s children—boys two thirds, 
girls one third. His estate, real and personal, was to be sold ; and concerning the distribution 
of the presents the will read thus : To my sons Christopher, Isaac, and Jacob, and my daugh¬ 
ters Catalinah, Jenny and Sarah, and Laneh, share and share alike, and the children of Isaae 
Peter Andrew and James amongst them as much as one of my children to be divided, share 
and share alike ; provided the note against Isaac, and what I have charged in my book for the 
maintenance of said children be first deducted from their share, and divided along with the rest 
of my estate. And my daughter Idah’s children to have as much as one of my children, to be 
divided as follows : the boys to have two shares against the girls one share. It is further my 
will that as the money comes due from Christopher and Lucas on the notes against them, it 
shall be divided in nine shares, my children each one ninth and my grand children one ninth to 
be divided,” etc. 

The will mentions a bond of £oo held by the testator against Henry Snap, last husband of 
his daughter Idah. In case of the non-payment of said bond, with the interest thereon, the 
children of his daughter Idah by said Snap were not to share anything of his estate, and the 
amount of said bond was to be a full share of his estate for said children. He appointed as 
executors his sons Christopher and Lucas, and his son-in-law, Cornelius Nevius.

Co., N. Y.,sell and quit claim all their right, title, etc., to a certain parcel of land in Hills¬ 
borough township, Somerset Co., N. J., which they had a title to by the will of Abraham 
Dubois, of said Somerset Co. This sale and quit claim is to John Lambert, a cousin by mar¬ 
riage.

Hiskey, of Lawrenceville, Ill. She writes under date of May 1, 
1889: “When I was a girl of fifteen years, a great deal of my time 
was spent with my great grandmother. She entertained me during 
the long Winter evenings by telling me of their removal from New 
Jersey to Kentucky. She said my great grandfather came out with 
his son and deaf brother, and bought land enough for all his chil¬ 
dren in Hunter’s Bottom, Gallatin County, Ky., lying on the banks 
of the Ohio River. After making the purchase these men went to 
work immediately to prepare a home for those who were yet to 
come to them from New Jersey. There was heavily timbered land 
to clear, fences to make, and a house to build out of logs. This was 
in the year 1800. The country was sparcely settled then, but the 
inhabitants were very kind, and offered their services to help them 
in erecting their house, which was large and convenient. My great 
grandfather wrote to his wife to come just as soon as the house was 
ready. She, of course, had made all necessary preparations for the 
journey, which was, in those days, a long and tiresome one. They 
came to Pittsburgh in wagons, driving stock and bringing farming 
utensils and every thing they could not get in the new country. 
When the)' reached Pittsburgh they embarked upon flat boats 
built on purpose for families emigrating West. I cannot remember 
how long it took to make the journey, but it was several weeks. 
They landed their boats right near where their home and friends 
were waiting. Great was the joy when these men were united 
again with their loved ones. This was in October, 1801. My great 
grandparents brought nine children from Morristown, N. J. One 
was born in Gallatin County, Ky., in 1803. That made ten—five 
sons and five daughters. * * * The name of my great grand¬ 
father s brother was Okey Hoagland (Holland Dutch). This brother 
was very wealthy and full of aristocratic pride. He told his brother, 
Cornelius Hoagland, that if he would take those two deaf people, 
and keep them their natural life, he would at his death will him all 
he possessed. Perhaps my great grandfather’s getting killed by a 
falling tree, soon after his settlement in Kentucky, was the reason 
why his family never received a cent from that uncle. He was 
married, but childless. But what was said a hundred years ago 
doesn't amount to much when we can't prove it.” 71

from Holland in 1651. A part of his descendants assumed the name of Van Nuys , while 
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was a man of more than ordinary business ability. He was educated 
for the legal profession, but by reason of the breaking out of the war 
for Independence, he laid aside his profession and engaged heartily 
in the cause which fired every patriotic heart. He raised a company 
among his neighbors and was made their captain, joining the first 
regiment of Burlington County. On February 1, 1777, he was 
Second Major; March 15, 1777, he became First Major, and was 
promoted to Lieut.-Colonel April 18, 1778. He was some time 
Quartermaster of the Regiment. In the battle of Princeton his 
company was in the severest of the fight, and a large part of them 
were killed or wounded. He was among the latter, and was pro¬ 
moted to a Colonelcy as a reward for his brave and gallant 
service. 7 3a Okey Hoagland was the active spirit in the recovery of 
the New York property which formerly belonged to his great 
grandfather, as already noticed in the account of Christopher (28). 

He was married twice, his first wife being his cousin, Dinah 
Hoagland (14); the second was Eleanor (Geesie) Van Brunt. 75 He 
had no children. 76 

About 1802 he sold his property in New Jersey, 77 and it is said 
that he removed to Michigan, but no further trace is found. 78

Executors sold the 65 acres and purchased a house “ being a Tavern ” with a lot of land 
belonging thereto. —“ And whereas it hath been concluded and agreed by and between the said 
Marten Hoggland the elder and his said children, to empower the said Marten Hoggland the 
younger, to sell and dispose of the said Tavern and Lott, and the Land and premises herein 
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born November 9, 1749: married June 3, 1762. Mr. William R. 
Snyder, Jr., of Lexington, Ky., a great-great-grandson of the above 
Martin Hoagland, furnishes the following concerning him : “ He 
was known as ‘Captain Martin,’ having, at the battle of Princeton, 
commanded a company of 45 men, all of whom were his neighbors. 
The battle was only a short distance from his house, and his son 
Martin (90), then ten years of age, remembered very clearly the 
troops passing the homestead to the field of battle, and often told 
of the great anxiety of the family—how he, with the rest of the 
family, sat up all night awaiting news from his father—and of the 
consternation the next day when the wounded soldiers returned 
homeward, telling that all but nine of that company were killed, 
and that Captain Martin himself was severely wounded. 

“ After the war was over, he, broken in fortune and 
health, moved to Kentucky, where his children, Martin, Okey, 
Diana and Phebe, had preceded him. He lived with his son 
Martin a few years and died in Lexington, Ky. He was buried 
in the Baptist church yard. The church was at that time a log 
building, with about two acres of ground surrounding it. The 
ground was used for burial purposes, and in 1833, the cholera rag¬ 
ing in Lexington, it was completely filled with graves. It was 
abandoned thereafter until i860, when the present church was built.

In 1840 the dam at Dover gave way and 
flooded the basement, thoroughly wetting the old book. It was dried, and then stored away in 
the attic y where a worse enemy than the flood took possession of it, for when they came to look 
for it they found that the mice had completely destroyed it.” 
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47 . Cornelius Hoagland, son of Martin (16), was born in 
Windsor, Middlesex (now Mercer) County, N. J., April 12, 1750, and 
on May 15, 1777, he married Mary, daughter of Capt. Moses and Jane 
(Ford) Tuttle, of Mount Pleasant, Morris County, N. J. 88 He had 
already joined the Militia of the State, and received a commission 
as Captain of a company. We find records of his ownership of 
property in New Jersey .after the close of the war. 89 His name 
appears as Major Hoagland in 1796. Capt. Tuttle was largely 
engaged in iron mines at Mount Pleasant, having besides his min¬ 
ing interests, several stores in the vicinity, also forges and mills. 
After peace was declared Cornelius Hoagland became interested 
with his father-in-law in his extensive business, but the unsettled 
state of affairs immediately succeeding the close of the war, made 
so many changes in the commercial world, that it was impossible to 
make the business any longer profitable. So, about the close of the 
century, he, with his brother Martin, each having a large family, 
concluded that, for the benefit of their children, it was their 
bounden duty to remove Westward. The story of this removal has 
already been told by one who heard it from the lips of the widow 
of the chief pioneer. 90 Kentucky had just been admitted as a 
State. Locating there, “in Hunter’s Bottom, Gallatin County, a 
fertile valley of the Ohio River, on which nature had lavished many 
of her choicest gifts, he purchased a large tract of alluvial land, 
covered with an almost unbroken forest, through which deer and 
wild turkeys roamed at will; while a short distance below, on the 
other side of the river, through an opening in the trees, could be 
seen the curling smoke of the wigwams of an Indian village.’* 
While superintending the clearing and cultivation of these lands 
“he still found time to discharge the duties, civil and military, 
which devolved upon him as a citizen of the new Commonwealth. 
Commissioned as Major by Gov. Garrard, in 1802 91 , he was always

u During the encampment of the army in Morristown, in the Winter of i77q-'8o, General 
Washington and Staff occupied as Headquarters a portion of the substantial mansion of her 
kinsman, Col. Ford. While visiting his family, Mrs. Hoagland became personally acquainted 
with General Washington, and met Lady Washington socially on several occasions. Many 
incidents connected with these visits were remembered and narrated to friends, long before 
they were spread on the pages of written history. 

44 In 1801 she cheerfully consented to follow the fortunes of her husband and lay the corner 
stone of a new home in the then far distant State of Kentucky : but before they were fully 
established in their Western home, she was deprived of his counsel and directing care. A 
widow and almost a stranger, responsibilities greater than she could bear, seemed to devolve 
upon her. But faithfully were they met by this noble heroic woman. 

44 Having fiom the first adopted herself to her pioneer surroundings, she became a favorite 
with all classes, those from her own circle of society as well as the dwellers in the lowly cabins. 

44 Many are the incidents related of the esteem in which this model woman was held by all 
who knew her ; of how the noisy reveller, wending his way homeward, perhaps at the midnight 
hour, was hushed into silence lest he disturb the slumbers of Mrs. Hoagland, and with uncovered 
head passed her abode—a tribute which even inebriety was constrained to pay to unusual moral 
worth. 

44 She was a liberal entertainer, and not only trusted friends but the passing stranger always 
met with a kindly reception. General Clarke, the explorer of the Columbia River, passing with 
his men in a light boat down the Ohio, was once a partaker of her hospitality. 

44 The scenes of the Revolution left vivid pictures on her memory, and often around the 
evening fireside she would describe them to her children, and never did Revolutionary histo¬ 
rian have more attentive or appreciative listeners. In this way did she impress upon their 
young minds the price and value of American liberty, while from the Book of books she taught 
them the way of eternal life. 

44 Many years a widow, it was principally under the moulding influence of such a mother 
that the characters of her sons were formed : and, true to her teachings, in after years they 
made the name of Hoagland respected and honored wherever known. 

44 She died at the home where she had so long lived, on the 5th of February, 1840, at the 
age of 82 years, but the influence of her beautiful life still lingers and will live forever.”—From 
Manuscript Sketches, by Mary Hoagland Wallace.

N. Y.: “ Inventory of the estate of John Machett, late ship builder at New Rochelle, left by 
him to his widow, Jane Machett, as administrator and executor of his will. Dated April 17, 
1694. Inventory proved Feb. 20, — 200 acres of land, etc. Also an account of the sums 

which Peter Machett has had since the death of his father, John Machett.” 
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It is said that the college authorities were so displeased at this 
marriage that Isaac left and went to Princeton, where he completed 
his course. He then removed to Sussex C-o., and remained there 
until the Spring of 1796. He probably, about this time, made 
application for a position in the army, as on June 2, 1796, he writes 
to his wife from New Orleans that he had received the appointment 
of Surgeon’s mate, and was then on his way to the Garrison in East 
Florida. He says: “ 1 am to receive $36 per month and two rations. 
I shall be very saving, and in the course of two years I hope to 
return to my loved ones." He died in Florida, date not known, but 


doubtless before the expiration of the 
“ two years.” 

His widow married John Miller, and 
removed to Greenpoint, L. I., where she 
died December 17, 1867. During her 
lifetime she continued to correspond with 
her son Andrew in Ohio.

He came with his father to Albany County. N. Y„ about the year

106 . Ma RTIN Hoagi.and, son of Cornelius (47), was born at 
Mount Pleasant, N. J., September 9, 1784. Mrs. Wallace writes this 
concerning him: “At the age of eighteen he removed with his 
father to the future family home in the West. When the country 
became involved in war with Great Britain, in 1812, he at once 
enlisted, and proceeded with his company to the theatre of hostili¬ 
ties on the northern .frontier ; served faithfully until the time of his 
enlistment expired, when he returned to Kentucky. He was soon 
after married to Miss Green, of Central Kentucky, an attractive 
young lady, with whom a previous acquaintance was casually 
renewed. But his dream of happiness was soon terminated by her 
early death.” 

“ Subsequently he was united in marriage to Miss Nancy Paine 
Gregg, whose first husband had held a consular position under 
President Monroe. I11 the maternal homestead, contiguous to the 
farm of his brother Moses T„ to whom he was now doubly rela¬ 
ted, he resided during his life, and to him was entrusted the happy 
privilege of ministering to the comfort of his aged mother, to whom 
the hearts of all her children turned with a tenderness and love 
never surpassed. 

“ The distinguishing characteristic of Martin Hoagland was sim¬ 
ple unaffected piety". Indifferent to worldly honor, and content 
with a modest competence, his dominant desire seemed to be to 
lead into a religious life all who came within the sphere of his influ¬ 
ence. He was a Methodist class leader for many years. 

“ Desiring ardently a church of his denomination in the neigh¬ 
borhood, with the hearty cooperation of his brothers and some 
others, a building was soon erected, and it still stands the church 
home of later generations,” among whom Martin Hoagland’s name 
and memory are still held as a cherished legacy. He left no child¬ 
ren. He died in the Summer of 1850. 


107 . } ohn Hoagland, son of Cornelius (47), was born October 
5. 1786, at Mount Pleasant, N. J. He removed west with his father’s 
family when but a youth. “Along the mountain roads of the pine- 
covered Alleghanies they slowly wended their way, until, reaching 
Pittsburgh, the cumbersome wagons were placed on what is known 
on Western rivers as the flat-boat; and down the Ohio, with only 
a settlement here and there dotting its banks, they proceeded more 
easily, but with scarcely increased rate of speed, hundreds of miles, 
until after many days the boats were drawn to shore at a point 
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about fifty miles above Louisville, in the even then well-known 
locality of Hunter’s Bottom.” 148 

He was a man of more than ordinary intelligence, well read in 
history and general literature, and an able mathematician. 

He enlisted under General Shelby in the War of 1812, participat¬ 
ing with General Harrison in the battle of the Thames, in which 
the famous Indian Chief Tecumseh was killed. At the close of the 
war he returned to his Kentucky home, where he married Mrs. 
Mary Callan, formerly a Miss O’Keefe, a lady of highly cultured 
mind and well fitted to make his life and home happy. 

Soon after his marriage he purchased a large farm on a broad 
prairie in Morgan County, near Jacksonville, Ill., where he took 
rank as one of the most influential citizens of the county. Here, 
regretted by all, he died on the 28th of July, 1857.

IOU. Okey Hoagland, fourth son of Cornelius (47), was born 
at Mount Pleasant, Morris County, N. J., February 27, 1791. He 
was about ten years of age when his father removed to Kentucky, 
then the “ far west.” An attack of sciatica in his early youth caused 
a lameness, from which he was a life-long sufferer, but which did 
not hinder him from securing a good common school education. 

In 1827 he married Miss Mary Giltner, a native of Bourbon 
County, a lady endowed with many excellent qualities, congenial 
and sympathetic, a fitting life-companion. 

Okey Hoagland, in all his lengthened life, displayed good judg¬ 
ment, with energy and enterprise, and “was successful as a farmer 
beyond his expectations.” 146 He was a friend to education and the 
church. His charity and hospitality were well known. Ministers 
of the Gospel were among his most welcome guests. On January 
15, 1883, in the ninety-second year of his age, he died. His last 
words were. “ I am so happy!”

“ George W. Floagland Avas a man of clear mental perceptions and 
sound judgment. A life-long reader and thinker, and possessed of 
a retentive memory, his stores of knoAvledge Avere e\'er at command. 
* * * He also had that happy intuition of seeing only the good 
in human nature, and Avas seldom, if ever, known to speak dis¬ 
paragingly of any one, yet he Avas a man of strong character, never 
for a moment wavering when principle Avas involved. 

“ On the 9th of February, 1889, in his 96th year, this estimable 
Christian gentleman passed to his reAA'ard. He was a member of 
the Catholic Church at Springfield, and his spiritual adviser, who 
knew himjwell, said at his funeral: ‘ His life Avas as perfect as Avas 
ever mortal life.’ ” 146 A very respectful memorial appeared in the 
papers of Springfield, Ill., on the occasion of his decease.

Some of his neighbors having removed to “ the west,” sent back 
such glowing accounts of its resources that he was strongly inclined 
to go thither also. About 1833 he made a trip to Ohio, and was so 
pleased with what he saw that, upon his return, he at once began 

to arrange for his removal to that then 
distant territory. He sold his farm and all 
his household and farming utensils at pub¬ 
lic vendue, excepting only a good team of 
horses and a wagon. For this wagon he 
constructed a high board body, and covered 
it with stout canvas. Inside were placed 
bedding, cooking utensils and such other

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small necessary articles as could be conveniently carried. Bid¬ 
ding good bye to the old home and old friends in the Spring of 
1834, he, with his wife [ane and his three children, Cornelius, Isaac 
and Anna, started for their new home in the “ far west.” They were 
about three weeks on the journey, staj'ing over night, when prac¬ 
ticable, in a wayside inn, or in the log house of some friendly set¬ 
tler, and when these places were not available, they “camped out,” 
using their own conveyance for a “ hotel.” 

At Springdale, Ohio, were several friends who had located on 
farms. After staying here a few days with these friends (Harden- 
brooks and Petersens), he went to Miami County, about three 
miles east of Piqua, where he selected and purchased 80 acres of

land; but as he could not get possession immediately, he returned 
to Springdale and removed his family to Piqua, and there lived in a 
hired house until his removal to the farm. Here he resided about 
two years, building and making other improvements. An oppor¬ 
tunity occurring to sell the property, he sold ; and purchased a 
hotel in West Charleston in the same county, on the main stage 
route from Piqua to Dayton, the hotel being known as a “'stage 
house,” a place where stages stopped to change horses and allow 
passengers time for a meal. 
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This removal from the farm to the hotel was made memorable by 
the pleasant circumstances attending it. It was on the 10th day of 
December, 1837. The neighbors turned out with their teams and 
conveyed him, “ bag and baggage,” to his new home, many of them 
taking along their sons and daughters, and they celebrated the first 
night in the hotel by an old-fashioned country dance, in which old 
and young took part. In this hotel home two other children 
were born, and later, the eldest son, having studied medicine with 
the village doctor, removed to a neighboring village to practice. 
The second son also left home to start business on his own account; 
and the elder daughter, marrying, found a new home for herself. 

For about twenty years this village hotel maintained an honor¬ 
able reputation. Its cuisine and all its appointments became so 
favorably and widely known as to bring honor and gain to its 
“Jersey landlord,” and the landlord’s “Jersey wife.” But on a 
cold Winter night, in 1857, it was totally destroj'ed by fire, and with 
it was burned his adjoining country store, in which he had invested 
nearly all his worldly goods. A short time after this disastrous 
fire he removed with his family to Troy, the county seat of Miami 
County, where, as before stated, he died at the advanced age of 77 
years. His wife survived him, dying eight years later, at the age 
of 81.

erson Medical College. On the 5th 
of June, 1818, he was married to his 
cousin, Cornelia Hoagland (113), 
daughter of Cornelius (47).

His wife, Cornelia (Hoogland) Hoagland, was born in New Jer¬ 
sey, near Morristown, on the 12th of September, 1800. She always 
cherished an attachment for Kentucky, as if it were her native 
home, having been brought thither by her parents when only a 
few months old. Mrs. Wallace writes The school opportunities 
which the newly settled country afforded were improved by her to 
the best advantage, and she acquired a good education, which, sup¬ 
plemented by general reading, made her an intelligent cultivated 
woman. In stature she was tall and queen-like ; while her man¬ 
ners were characterized by unusual dignity and grace. Her features 
resembled her father’s, but in disposition she combined the quali¬ 
ties of both parents. Attached to the family name she deemed it 
a happy privilege to wear it through life. * * * Her husband 

died in early manhood, leaving the wife and her little children to 
tread alone the pathway. But like Cornelia, the celebrated Roman 
mother, she esteemed her children as her “ jewels,” and they became 
the engrossing objects of her care. 
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“ The old home by the riverside, however, was not forgotten, and 
to it, through life, biennial visits were made. These were looked 
forward to by her friends with pleasurable anticipations. During 
one of these visits she said to the writer, ‘ If you err in judgment 
of others, let it always be on the side of charity.’ And this was 
with her a guiding rule of social life. 

“Always enjoying a competency, she was raised in later life to 
comparative affluence by inheriting the entire fortune of her eldest 
son, who died a bachelor. For years an active member of the 
Baptist Church, larger opportunities for usefulness were now af¬ 
forded and improved. When her well known form ceased to be 
seen going here and there on errands of mercy, and she was con¬ 
fined to her home for months by the painful disease which termi¬ 
nated her life, many were the tributes of love and respect paid by 
her friends, old and new.” She died January 13, 1884, aged 84 
years.

Lexington, Ky., April 1, 1803. Me was married, in 1825, to Miss 
Ellen Hope, of Dansville, Ill., and about ten years afterward he 
removed to Illinois. His wife died in 1837. He then married (in 
1838) Miss Emily Collins, of Connecticut, who was then in Illinois 
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teaching school. She died in 1846, and in 1847 he married Mrs. 
Mary Beagles. She died in 1870, and in 1872 he married Miss Let- 
titia Hinman. She died about June, 1875. He died two months 
later, August 18. His children were fourteen in number—six by 
the first wife, five by the second, two by the third, and one by the 
fourth. 

He was one of the early settlers in Illinois, his residence in Rush- 
ville dating from 1836.

The details of a life so varied and active as Dr. Hoagland’s would 
alone fill the pages of this book. The following will in part indi¬ 
cate the claims which he allows his friends to make upon his time 
and attention, in addition to the pressing demands of a personal, 
domestic or business character. He is a fellow of the Royal Micro¬ 
scopical Society of London, and holds the relation of Life Fellow to 
the American Geographical Society of New York, the New York 
Genealogical and Biographical Society and the Long Island Histor¬ 
ical Society. He is a regent of the Long Island College Hospital, 
a member of the Military Order of the Loyal Legion ; a trustee of 
the following important institutions, namely: Syracuse University, 
Antioch College, the Adelphi Academy, the People’s Trust Com¬ 
pany, and the Dime Savings Bank, of Brooklyn, N. Y. He is also 
a member of several clubs and societies.

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BOOK IV 


GENEALOGY OF I>IRCK JANSEN HOOGI.AND. 

D IRCK JANSEN HOOGLAND, ancestor of another nu¬ 
merous family, came to New Netherland, in 1657, from 
Maerseveen, in the province of Utrecht, being at the 
time twenty-two years of age. 1 Maerseveen was a dis¬ 
trict consisting largely of meadow or turf lands called “veens” 
(fens), and took its name from this fact, and from its lying adjacent 
to Maersen, a village on the Vecht, about three miles northeast of 
the City of Utrecht. Opposite Maersen, the ancient lordship of 
Maerseveen stretched along the north side of the Vecht for a 
mile and a half, whence it extended its limits northerly four or five 
miles. Within it lay the villages of Olid Maerseveen and Niemve 
Maerseveen. About as far from Utrecht, but in the opposite direc¬ 
tion (southeast), was the little village of Hoogland. 3 

The first mention of Dirck Jansen Hoogland, after his arrival in 
this country, is the notice of his marriage on October 8, 1662, 
to Annetje Hansen Bergen, 3 a lady of 22 years, the daughter of 
Hans Hansen Bergen 4 and Sarah Rapelje, 6 and the widow of Jan 
De Clerck. 6

Feb. 7, 1657. “ Jan Dc Clerck” is named as a resident of the Wallabout ; and on March 
1, 1660, “ Jean Le Clerc ” appears in Petition of Rapelje, Bogart and others for “ leave to plant 
a village at Wallabout, in sight of Fort Amsterdam, between the lands of Bogart and Kipp.”

As Hoogland brought a certificate from Flatbush of the due pub¬ 
lication of the bans in the church there for three successive Sab¬ 
baths, according to custom, it follows that he was then living at 
that place. His reason for going to Flatbush we may not know, 
unless it be in the fact that some who came out from Holland the 
year he did had settled in that vicinity in Flatlands and Gravesend. 
Among these were Jan Brouwer, Dirck Longstreet, Pieter Tull and 
Willem Willemszen Van Engen, ancestor of a branch of the Wyc- 
koffs. 

fan Rapelje, Michael and Jan Hansen Bergen, and other residents 
of the Wallabout, had on March 18, 1662, applied for and received 
the grant of certain lands, “ situate back of the Wallabout,” for 
farming purposes. Dirck Jansen Hoogland, not one of the original 
applicants, seems to have become interested in this new enterprise, 
through his marriage with the sister of Michael and Jan Bergen ; 
for upon May 26, 1663, he with others, who had “ lately obtained ” 
the aforesaid grant, also got permission from Governor Stuyvesant 
to found a new village there, afterward known as Bedford. [Hoog¬ 
land may have taken the place of his wife’s uncle, Jan Rapelje, who 
had died in the interim.] On May 15, 1664, patents were issued to 
Hoogland and his associates for those lands, giving 20 morgen to 
each. It would appear that Hoogland occupied his part for a 
longer or shorter period, as it is known that he lived in the town of 
Brooklyn long enough to gain by his uniform good deportment 
the favorable opinion of the magistrates. It is probable that he 
was the same as “ Dirck Jansen in the Wallabout,” to whom, on 
June 20, 1663, was delivered one pound of powder from the public 
store for defense against the Indians. But Hoogland has been con¬ 
founded with Dirck Jansen Woertman, born in 1632, who, with his 
wife Marritie Teunis, joined the Brooklyn Church, April 10, 1661 
and in 1663 lived “at the ferry,” being the ferryman some years 
later. There is no evidence that Hoogland was ever ferryman. 

Inclination or interest soon led Hoogland to return to Flatbush, 
where he acquired property, being assessed in 1675 on 20 morgen 
of land and meadow, and where he came to be familiarly known 
among the Dutch neighbors as “Kleyn Dirck,” that is, “Little 
Dirck,”’ which seems to indicate that he was of small stature, and 
was so called to distinguish him from his townsman, Dirck Jansen 
Vander Vleet. He conveyed his house and land at Bedford, April 
29, 1689, to Dirck Cornelissen Hoogland (to whom, as we have 
seen, he was nearly related by marriage), and who, on the same 
date, made it over to his nephew, Jan Gerritssen Dorland. This

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property, says the deed to Dirck Cornelissen, “was in possession 
of said Dirck Jansen, but it is now in the occupation of Dirck Cor¬ 
nelissen Hoogland,” and it is presumed that Dirck Cornelissen 
obtained the deed to perfect Dorland’s title. 

There is preserved a testimonial of the Court and overseers of 
Brooklyn and Flatbush, dated November 19 and 26, 1678, as to the 
uniform good conduct of Dirck Jansen Hoogland while a resident 
in their towns. This may have had some reference to those diffi¬ 
culties with some of his neighbors which crop out about this time 
in his proceedings before the courts, or perhaps to his recent mar¬ 
riage. 

It appears that, having lost his wife, he, about this time, con¬ 
tracted another marriage with Annetie Fedden, a member of the 
church at Flatbush, no doubt the sister of Rensie Fedden, wife of 
Minnie Johannes of that place, and she who came with Minnie and 
his family to this country in the ship Statin in 1663, and is called 
his wife’s sister in the passenger list. The records seem to fix the 
relationship beyond a reasonable doubt. 8 

By great industry and economy, those sterling qualities of the 
early Dutch colonists, Hoogland had now acquired two of the 
original farm lots in Flatbush, lying on the west side of the high¬ 
way, near the Flatlands line, between Peter Lott on the north of 
him and John Van Ditmas on the south; one of these lots pur¬ 
chased from Balthazar de Heart, the other from Robert Story, and 
containing together over 52 morgen, or about 105 acres, besides 
sundry parcels of salt meadow. Surveys of these farm lots, made 

8 The name Fedden is also written Fedder, being so pronounced by the Dutch, and must be 
regarded as a surname, and complete without the 44 s” added in the records, written Annetie 
44 Feddens.” The letter was often added to the surname in the case of females when it was 
omitted in the case of males. The fact is established, but the reason for it is not obvious. We 
are not now speaking of patronymics, or names formed from the Christian name of the father, 
as Hendricks, Dericks, etc., but of surnames proper. We have a case in point which may 
suffice, that of Catharine Cregiers , as her name is written, who married Christopher Hoogland, 
her father being Martin Crcgier. 

It may be that the Feddens are sisters of Harman Albert Vedder (pronounced Fedder), 
early at Gravesend, and afterward of Schenectady ; but of this we have no evidence beyond 
the similarity of the name, and the fact that Minnie Johannes named a son Albert, apparently 
after his wife’s father. 

Minnie Johannes came to this country in the ship Statin, Sept. 27, 1663, with his wife 
and four children, 44 twee van 8 en 6 en 1 jaaren,” his wife’s sister and his servant. 

Johannes Minnie , from Vriesland, lived at Haverstraw ; married 1684. Albert Mimes 
lived on Gov. Andros’ Patent of New Lotts, 1677. Jenneke Mennes , married, 1689, Lucas 
Stevense Voorhees. Lysbeth Minnes married, April 11, 1693, Martin Roelofsen Schenck, 
who, after her death, married, on May 25, 1704, Janetje Lucas, daughter of Lucas Stevense, 
of Flatlands. She (Jannetje) was born Oct. 1, 1681, and died April 17, 1758. 

Grietje Minnes , 44 j. d. Van New Amersfoot,” married, 1686, Harm Douwren Talman, of 
Tappan, and on April 8, 1691, she was married to Abraham Gerritsen, 44 j. m., of N. Y.,” but 
living at Tappan.

n 1681, are yet extant. As a freeholder he drew a wood lot at 
Oostwout or New Lots, when that part of Flatbush was divided 
up, as appears by a list dated April 2, 1680. 

Hoogland had a long and vexatious controversy with his neigh¬ 
bor, Peter Lott, respecting the boundary line between their farms, 
which, after some litigation and much bitterness of feeling, was 
finally settled by arbitration. It began by a suit brought by Hoog¬ 
land against Lott in the Court of Sessions at Gravesend, December 
19, 1677, for the recovery of a strip of land which both claimed and 
in which a verdict was given for the defendant, the costs being 
thrown upon Hoogland. In default of payment, execution was 
issued against him December 18, 1678.® 

Further proceedings were suspended for a time, owing probably 
to a sore trial which now befel Hoogland in the person of his 
young daughter Annetie, only sixteen years of age, causing a blot 
on the name of Captain Syrachs de Vries, a man of not less than 
forty years, with a family, and previously of some note and even 
popular in the community. We need not enlarge on this unfortu¬ 
nate affair further than to say that De Vries, guilty by his own con¬ 
fession, was placed “under censure ” by the church, and being also 
arrested under civil process at the instance of Hoogland, was fined 
^25 by the Court of Assize at New York, October 3, 1679, that 
being the extent of his punishment, while the injured girl was sub¬ 
jected to what seems to us now a harsh verdict, “to be whipt and 
receive seven lashes on her bare back at the common Whipping 
Post before the end of the Court, or pay a fine of ^5 and costs.” 
Dated October 3, 1679. 10 

Subsequently, Hoogland, being unable, as he alleged, to obtain a 
fair trial before the Court of Sessions in his difference with Lott, 
appealed to the Governor and Council for a hearing. The Council, 
on November 15, 1685, refused his request on the ground that the 
law had already determined the case. Even this did not quiet Hoog¬ 
land, and, after repeated applications to the Governor, he finally 
obtained a decision which ended the controversy. 11

It may be interesting at this point to gather up what little is to 
be known of Dirck Jansen Hoogland’s characteristics and domestic 
life. Coming from a rural district in Holland and unschooled, he 
was not in this respect behind many of his neighbors, while in 
natural ability he seems to have equaled the best of them. That 
he was esteemed a good citizen we need not doubt, when his own 
official townsmen bear witness to the fact; but amid the peculiar 
vexations and trials which fell to his lot, some of the strong points 
of his character show themselves. The pertinacity with which he 
maintained his rights, evinces a clear head and indomitable will; 
and in his sharp issues with his neighbors, and the rebuff’s he met 
with, which must have chafed him sorely, it is surprising that only 
once did his passion get the better of him in any overt act. This 
was in 1687, when, in an altercation with Denys Teunissen, son-in- 
law of Dominie Polhemus, each drew his knife, for which an indict¬ 
ment was found against both. 

But in his exhibitions of parental love, and his assiduous efforts 
to provide for his children, we have evidence of solid redeeming 
traits which more than counterbalance an occasional fault. 12 

We find no record which proves that he was a church member; 
but when we accompany him and his pious wife, on several occa¬ 
sions, to the church, to present their infant children for the rite of 
baptism, we see that God’s house and ordinances must have been 
reverenced by that father and his household. That household, in 


pulled up your Petitioner’s fence and put him out possession without any lawful power for so 
doing. Your petitioner did several years past sue the said Peter for the same at ye sesions held 
for that of this Province, but by your Petitioner’s ignorance in the law and the sd. Peter’s sub¬ 
tility your Petitioner could never bring the same to issue or before jury, and the said Peter 
designing to prevent your Petitioner from his right, hath procured some order from the Hon’ble 
Capt. Brockolls, then Commander in Chief, to stay your Petitioner’s proceedings aforesaid, to 
his and his family’s utter ruin. May it therefore please yr. honor to order that notwithstanding 
any former order to ye contrary, your Petitioner may be at liberty to prosecute the sd. action 
or any other for the recovery of the premises, and your Petitioner shall ever pray,” etc. 
Endorsed on back as follows: “ Read October ye ist, and referred to the law.” 

The above petition seems to have resulted in an order to have a survey made of the land 
in dispute. Accordingly Capt. Ja. Cortelyou, on June 13, 1681, sent to the Governor 44 a 
draught of the seven lots at Flatbush, pursuant to the Governor’s order of ye 28 December 
past.” This draft is recorded in Vol. i., pp. 214, 215, of Land Papers (surveys), and shows that 
“ Klyn Dirk ” had a lot between the lots of John Ditmatsen and Peter Lott. Each of the 
seven lots was 600 rods in depth, and to be 26 rods in width front and rear. But by a variation 
of the compass the rear of all the lots was made narrower, and as Little Dirk insisted on having 
his full measure, some one had to be a loser ; hence the law suit. 

The original Dutch draft is attached to the survey and translated by Peter de La Noy.

1698, contained six children, two of eight that had been born to 
him having doubtless gone forth to make homes for themselves. 13 

Meanwhile Mr. Hoagland, now advancing in years, found it expe¬ 
dient to reduce his acres, which had greatly increased by purchase 
and by drafts from the common land by virtue of his rights as a 
freeholder and patentee of the town. 1 * On January 14, 1694, he 
sold a parcel of salt meadow in the New Lot at “the third creek” 
to Daniel Phillips; 16 on March 9, i6|», to George Wood a tract of 
land, “ 50 rods in breadth and 300 rods in length, lying south-south¬ 
west of the highway to the woods, No. 40,” as per his deed of April 
11, 1684, from Daniel De Hart; 1 * and on August 9, 1701, he sold to 
Jacobus Van Cortlandt, then Alderman and later Mayor of New 
York, certain land in Flatbush, which he had bought of Belthazar 
De Hart, “ bounded on the east and west by Cornelis de Seeuw, 17 
and on the south by the woods of said Cornelis, and on the north 
by the fresh kills.” 18 We need not necessarily infer any disagree¬ 
ment in regard to this last sale between Mr. Hoogland and his good 
vrouwe, from the fact that she did not release her interest until 
December 23, 1702, inasmuch as circumstances, unknown to us, may 
have prevented her doing so, or its necessity may have been an 
afterthought with the grantee, because it was not so customary in 
those days as in ours for the wife to join in the execution of a deed.

Another petition, dated Jan. 24, 1684, recites that “ for eight or nine years past he has 
been kept out of a piece of land in Flatbush, containing nine rods and three feet Dutch 
measure, by Peter Lott, and desires Gov. Dongan to have the trial against said Lott proceed, 
sit now lyeth smothered.” Col. MSS. , xxxi., 105.

On April 18, 1706, we find Hoogland petitioning for payment for 
two of his horses, lost in Colonel Dongan’s expedition to Albany in 
1688, in which expedition his cousin, Johannes Hoogland, of New 
York, served as a trooper. Mr. Hoogland, still retaining, as we see, 
his ability for business, had now passed the limit of three score 
and ten years; but such was his tenure of life, that for at least fif¬ 
teen years longer his venerable form yet moved among the living, 
but not the companions of his prime, for most of these had passed 
away. 

Having now reached the age of eightv-six, he must soon have 
paid the debt of nature, though there is cause for believing that 
his life was prolonged to his ninety-eighth year. 

After these few paragraphs concerning their progenitor, we now 
propose to trace the different families of this branch of the Hoog¬ 
land family in the order of their generations.

Hoogland and Annetje Feddens. Altie Peters, wife of Gillett-, was witness for Sarah, 

and Fred’k Hansen for Neltje. Siout de Messelear and wife were also witnesses for Sarah (7). 
Siout de Messelear and wife were from Friesland, and in same ship with them were Minnie 
Johannes and Toppe Johannes (brothers probably). This strengthens the theory that Annitie 
Feddens was sister to Minne’s wife, Rensie Feddens. 
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3 . Jan Dircksen Hoogi.and, eldest son of Dirck Jansen (1) and 
Annetie (Bergen) Hoogland, was born probably at Bedford, L. I., 
about 1666, before his father’s removal to Flatbush. His wife was 
|acoba (Schenck) Reverse. His name appears, in 1687, when he and 
his father and brother William, with the other Dutch inhabitants 
of Flatbush, took the oath of allegiance to the English rulers. This 
oath was no doubt exacted because of Governor Dongan’s fear of 
war with the French of Canada, and distrust of the Dutch support, 
as only a few days previous he had written to the King: “ It is a 
great misfortune for this Government that there are here so few of 
his Majesty’s natural born subjects, the greater part being Dutch, 
who, if occasion were, I fear would not be very fit for service.” 34 
It was the next year (so much may be said of his loyalty) that Jan’s 
father furnished two horses for Dongan’s expedition to Albany, 
and lost them. 

We find the name of Jan Dircksen (3) in the English Calendar of 
1688 and subsequent years. 36 

On March 29, 1695, Jan Hoogland and his wife, Jacoba, had a 
child, Tytie, baptized in Brooklyn, the witnesses being Martin 
Schenck and his wife Elizabeth, daughter of Minnie Johannes. As 
Jan was a sort of cousin to Mrs. Schenck, his identity with this 
Jan, whose wife was Jacoba, is quite obvious. 36 

He ultimately removed to Raritan, N. J„ as appears from the fol¬ 
lowing extract from a deed from him to his brother William, dated 
May 8, 1721 : “John Hoogland, yeoman, of Raritan, Middlesex 
County, N, J.” 37 sells to William Hoogland, of Flatbush, yeoman, 
for the sum of ^25, all his right, title and interest in ‘a certain plan¬ 
tation situated in Flatbush, where said John Hoogland’s father 
nmu lives ,—bound at the front to the highway or street of the town 
aforesaid, south by the land of Englebart Lott, and the rear by the 
land of William Van Nuys, with all the woodland and meadows 
thereunto belonging, as for his the said John Hoogland’s part, 
share or proportion.” 36 As this deed was not put on record till

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Jan 24, 1734, it is surmised that this was purposely deferred till the 
death of the father had given full possession, and hence that he 
survived till the latter date. About this, however, there is no cer¬ 
tainty. 

On August 18, 1714, John Estill, of Monmouth County, N. J„ sold 
to “ John Hogland,” of same place, 200 acres of land in said County 
of Monmouth, and a year before this, May 25, 1713, he, “Jan 
Hooglandt,” had a daughter, Nelke, baptized at Freehold. He sold 
this property prior to 1719, and removed to the vicinity of New 
Brunswick, where four of his son Derrick’s children were baptized. 
And, as is seen by the deed to his brother William, he was then 
(1721) of “ Raritan, Middlesex Co.” About this latter date his son 
Derrick bought lot 6 of the Harlingen tract, a part of which he 
again sold in 1731. 28 

Jan Dircksen (3) and his son Derrick continued together, and by 
1741 we find them finally settled at Amwell, in Hunterdon County. 
Here probably [an Dircksen died, but his wife, Jacoba, was living 
in 1765. Further account will show that Hendrick, a brother of 
Jan Dircksen, likewise settled in New Jersey.

He could not be the Jacohus, or James, son of 
Derick (10). 

4 . Willem Dircksen Hoogland, the second son of Dirck Jan¬ 
sen (1) and Annetie (Bergen) Hoogland, was born about 1669, and 

88 Jan Dircksen’s reason for selling his interest in his father’s estate in Flatbush may have 
been that he might buy the Harlingen tract. 
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at a proper age learned the trade of a carpenter—a good custom of 
those days, requiring every young man, not excepting the farmer's 
son, to have a knowledge of some mechanical branch or useful art, 
and which the latter often followed out of season for farm work, 
but rarely to the forsaking of that vocation. William is first men¬ 
tioned in 1687, when he took the oath of allegiance at Flatbush. 30 
On May 10, 1692, he appears as a freeholder of that town, and he 
probably married somewhere near that time, but the maiden name 
of his Neeltie (Cornelia) is not given, although it is suspected that 
she was Neeltie Adrians, born December 7, 1675, the daughter of 
Adrian Reyerse, of Flatlands, by his wife Annetie Martense Schenck. 
Adrian Hoogland, of Bloomingdale, N. Y., 31 born 1699, who names 
his eldest daughter Neeltie, and his second son William, was the 
son of Willem and Neeltie, and named after Adrian Reverse. 33 
And if this is correct, then Willem Hoogland and Hendrick Hoog¬ 
land married sisters. But all this needs confirmation. 

Willem Hoogland (4), of Flatbush, took part at a town meeting 
April 14, 1714. in choosing persons to settle the boundary line 
between Flatbush and Newtown; and the next year he is named as 
belonging to the Kings County troop of horse, Captain Daniel 
Remsen. 33 

Some of his purchases are recorded. 31 There are no records of

31 That Adrian Hoogland named his eldest daughter after his mother, makes it probable 
that his eldest son Benjamin was named after his wife’s father. Such was the usage. This 
and other considerations render it quite certain that said Adrian married a daughter of Benja¬ 
min Vandewater and Engeltie Harmans, of Brooklyn, whose son Harman, born 1695, was doubt¬ 
less the Harman Vandewater who was partner with Adrian Hoogland (his brother-in-law) in the 
purchase of the De Kay farm at Bloomingdale. Hence, too, Adrian properly named his second 
daughter Engeltie, after his wife’s mother.

He is voted for 44 Kerck Meister,” and his name appears nearly every year 
until 1731, Oct. 27, when he is one of five persons to order the repairs to the church, this being 
the last mention of him in the lists of voters, which continue to 1761.

No record is found of the date of his or his wife's decease. From

With 
the above he also sold several pieces of woodland, meadow, etc., apparently his entire real 
estate, including 5 acres in lot 29, and 3 acres in lot 28, 15 acres in lots 42 and 43, and 2^ acres 
in lot 30 the second division.

5 . Cornelius Hoogland, son of Dirclc Jansen (1), was born at 
Flatbush probably about 1677. That place was his residence for many 
years. 37 His first wife appears to have been Janatje Hegeman, 
daughter of Joseph and Femmetje (Remsen) Hegeman. 36 She was 
born October 24, 1678. 39 She dying, he probably married for his 
second wife Catalina, widow of Elbert Adrianse," and daughter of 
Rem Jansen. It was probably through this latter marriage that he 
became a resident of Flushing. The original Hoogland farm was 
situated on what is known as the Black Stump road, nearly mid¬ 
way between Flushing and Jamaica. It still remains in the family. 
On the property, a little distance from the road, is still seen the old 
burial ground, having many memorial stones bearing the family 
name. 41 

The records of the Reformed Church at Jamaica make frequent 
mention of Cornelius Hoogland during the early years of the 
society. 43 About the last appearance of his name is to designate 
him as church master in 1720. His widow survived him for more 
than ten years, being a witness to the baptism of her grandson at 
Jamaica in 1730.

Co., and it is probable that he settled his sons on this large tract. It is believed that Abram 
took the northerly part in Somerset Co., and Derrick the southerly part in Middlesex Co. The 
deed from Richard Leane, of Middlesex Co., to Henry Hoogland, of Hunterdon Co., yeoman 
for the ^ of % of ^ of 1,700 acres, which is just 354J acres, is recorded at New Brunswick in 
Book i., p. 247 of Grantees. It recites that Leane purchased this tract from William Creed, of 
Jamaica, L. I., in 1717, Creed having bought it from John Harrison in 1712. It is thus described : 
“ Beginning at the S. E. corner of John Onion’s land, thence S. W. to the Wind falls, thence 
by Heathcote’s brook, and East and S. E. to the road that leads from Onion’s to George Risca- 
rick’s, and by the said road to the Raritan lots, etc., etc. 1 ” Consideration, ^135. This deed was 
not placed on record until Feb. 28, 1787, when it was proved, the witnessing signatures of John 
Michael Sparling and Peter Sparling being sworn to and identified as such by Daniel Sparling, 
son and brother of said witnesses. Dec. 0/Deeds , ii.. 102. 

The will of Hendrick Hoogland is not extant. He gave legacies to his daughter Annetie 
Quick, and to his grandson, Hendrick, son of his son Adrian, who had died previously (1740.)

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of the Millstone River.” Retaining the eastern part of the pur¬ 
chase, he and his wife, Mary, sold 114 acres of the western part to 
Isaac Van Nuys; 48 but he soon removed to the adjacent town of 
Amwell, where he bought, on March 2, 1741, from Henry Coat 278 
acres of the original Biddle tract, which he afterward conveyed to 
his sons William and James. Prior to this it appears that his home 
was on a part of the Benjamin Field purchase, near Ringo’s, which, 
in 1702, had passed into the hands of Nathan Allen, of Allentown, 
who began to dispose of the same to settlers about 1720. By a quit 
claim deed from John Austin and Sarah, his wife, dated June 16, 
1758, to 22 of these sub-owners, it appears that Derrick Hogeland 
held 180 acres of this tract, and his son John 200 acres. 48 

It would appear that Derrick Hogeland kept a public house at 
Ringo’s, and not unlikely the same to which John Ringo suc¬ 
ceeded ; for the first entry in an old town book reads as follows : 
“At a meeting of the inhabitants of the township of Amwell, met 
at the house of Derrick Hogeland on the nth day of March, 1745,” 
etc. 41 

On the writer’s table are five deeds written on sheepskin (parch¬ 
ment), the chirography of which is beautiful, and as plain as if 
written yesterday. These deeds recite that Experience Field, widow 
to Benjamin Field, conveyed, in 1702, a tract of 1,650 acres to 
Nathan Allen, and Allen, in 1710 and 1713, sold 300 acres of said 
tract to John Arrison, of Amwell, and on May 1, 1738, Arrison 48 
sold the said 130 acres to “Adrian Hoogland of Middlesex County, 
eastern section of Nova Ceserea, yeoman.” 

Adrian Hoogland (27) died between November 9, 1740, and De¬ 
cember 11 following, and his executors, Jochem Gulyck and Dereck 
Hooglandt, both of Somerset County, sold for ^135 the above 
named 130 acres to Derrick Hoogland, of Amwell. This deed is 
dated April 21, 1741, and on March 3, 1745, Derrick Hogeland sells 
the same property to his son John, and the witnesses to the deed 
are Phillip and Henry Ringo.

Several of Helena’s brothers were 
residents and land owners on 41 The Raritan.” There was a Derrick Middagh in Hunterdon 
Co. Hist . of H. and S. Cos. Helena married Christopher Hoogland, 44 Stoffel line”; and the 
brothers’ names were changed from Arrison (Aaretsen) to Harrison. 
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John Hogeland then purchased from Thomas Leonard, on May 
14, 1748, a tract of 70 acres adjoining the above mentioned 130 acres, 
and this farm of 200 acres is now held (1891) by Mr. Howard Hoog- 
land, of Mount Airy, to whom it has come by regular descent, and 
for which no deed, since 1748, has ever been given. The five deeds 
on parchment contain autograph signatures of Howard Hoogland’s 
ancestors and of others prominent in the early days of the town¬ 
ship. They bear no evidence of ever having been recorded, but 
they have been preserved with scrupulous care, and are of just 
value as relics. 

We find among the records of the Amwell Presbyterian Church, 
organized some time between 1715 and 1733, that Derrick Hogeland 
was an elder therein, being the first named as filling that office in 
the church. In May, 1753, he appears as a commissioner from Am¬ 
well Church to the church at Bound Brook, with a request that a 
supply be sent to them. 4 ' 

The name of Derrick’s wife, Mary, is frequently mentioned in the 
records concerning him. She was probably of the Van Kirk family, 
of Flatbush, and a native of Long Island. They were married about 
1717. She outlived her husband. Derrick Hogeland made his will 
August 21, 1765. and it was probated October 5 of the same year. 
The special mention of and provision for his aged mother, Jacobe, 
therein contained, fully establishes his lineage, and sets aside the 
claim sometimes asserted that he was the son of Joris Hoogland, of 
Staten Island. 

It is believed that a part of the house now occupied by Mr. 
Howard Hoogland was the original homestead of Derrick Hoge¬ 
land. Tradition says that it always had at least two generations of 
Hooglands under its roof, and that from its doors none ever went 
hungry away. The far west has a number bearing the name, who 
look back with pleasurable pride to this their early New Jersey 
home. 

Derrick Hoogland’s will proves that all his children, except 
Henry and Derrick, were living in 1765, as were also his wife, Mary, 
and his aged mother, Jacobe. It is probable that the names of his 
children are mentioned in the will about in the order of their birth.

IS. Hendrick Hoogland, son of Jan Dircksen (3), was born at 
Flatbush, L. I„ about 1697. He is probably the “ Hendrick Hoog¬ 
land, Jr.,” 41 who was dangerously wounded in New York City at the 
time of the Negro Riot, April 7, 1712. 42 He removed to New Jersey 
about 1713, and on January 28, 1728, at North Branch (Readington) 
he and his wife, Anna, had a son John baptized, Dirck Hoogland 
his brother, being a witness. 

The wife of Hendrick Hoogland was undoubtedly Anna Fol- 
keese, 43 who joined the church in 1728.

17 . Adrian Hoghland, son of William Dircksen (4), was born 
at Flatbush, L. I., in the year 1699. He appears to have learned the 
carpenter’s trade, the same that his father followed, and to have 
remained at Flatbush until 1738. About the year 1722 he married 
Engeltje, daughter of Benjamin and Engeltje (Hermanse) Vande¬ 
water. 66 

In 1760 he appears to have had a second wife, Catharina Cat- 
lang. 66 “ Adrian Hogland ” is on record as a member from Bloom- 
ingdale of Captain Stuyvesant’s company in 1738. That same year 
Adrian, with his brother-in-law, Harman Vandewater, bought for 
^237 a large tract of land, 235 acres, in Bloomingdale, N. Y. This 
purchase included about all that section of the present City of New 
York, bounded south by 105th Street, north by 125th Street, east 
by Ninth Avenue and West by Hudson River, and was originally 
granted by patent, July 21, 1701, to Jacob De Kay, who willed it to 
his son, Thomas De Kay, from whom it was purchased by Hogh¬ 
land and Vandewater." 

These owners agreed upon a division of the farm, and Hoghland 
continued to reside upon his portion 68 until his death, which 
occurred July 28, 1772. He was buried in Trinity Churchyard, 
where his modest old-fashioned tombstone is still to be seen on the

Adrian Hoghland’s will, as recorded in the Surrogate’s office, New 
York City, Vol. xxviii., p. 310, is dated February 26, 1771. It was 
proved September 15, 1772. It reads as fol low's: “Adrian Hoge- 
land, of the out-ward of New York City, being aged,” etc., etc. He 
makes no mention of his wife. Eight children are named, and one 
granddaughter, Engeltie Ostrander. He designates Benjamin as 
his "eldest son,” and bequeaths to his son William all his carpenter 
and wheelwright tools, etc. 

The baptismal records show the following to have been the 
CHILDREN OF ADRIAN HOGHLAND ( 1 7). 

48. Maria, baptized 1723: probably died young; not named in 

her father’s will.

The above named “Adolph Meyer, of Harlem,” made his will Feb. 13, 1710, which was 
not proved till Sept. 2, 1748. He named therein his wife Maria and nine children, namely, 
Johannes, Hendrick. Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, Adolph, Anna, Katharina, Maria and Anneke, 
also his son-in-law, Samuel Benson. New York Wills , xvi., 313. 

In vol. xxiii., p. 271, of New York Wills , the following is recorded : “ Dolph Meyer, of 
New Harlem, in the out-ward of New York, yeoman, in good health,’’ etc. (pious preamble).

The next 
mention of him relates to his marriage on June 19, 1736, to Aeltie 
Brinkerhoff (as per New York Marriage Licenses). 

At this time he appears as a resident of Wolver Hollow, L. I. 
(now Brookville), and a subscriber toward the building of a church 
in that place, in which he and his wife had sittings. They were 
witnesses of the baptism of a son of Cornelis Hooglandt, on Feb¬ 
ruary 24, 1742. The latest record of them at that place is dated 
August 7, 1743. They are next found at “ Rombout's Precinct,” 91 
now Fishkill-on-the-Hudson, where many of his neighbors from 
Long Island had, with himself, bought large tracts of land. These 
neighbors included the Brinkerhoffs, Duryeas, Voorheeses, Woert- 
mans, Adriances, Hegemans, Luysters, etc., four of his wife’s brothers 
being of the number. David Smith Hoogland (287) writes as fol¬ 
lows : “ The farm which was owned by my great grandfather, Will¬ 
iam Hoogland, contains about 180 acres, and is about five miles 
from Fishkill village. It has changed hands several times, and is 
now owned by Mr. George Brown, late of New York City. On the 
farm is the old Hoogland burial ground.” Wullem (William) Hoog¬ 
land was an elder and deacon in the Dutch Church at Fishkill 
about 1760. 

On February 19, 1772, he made his will, but it was not proved

He removed to Wolver 
Hollow about 1730, and was one of the subscribers to the building 
fund of the church in that place in 1732, 94 and an elder of that 
church 1748-77.

On September 2, 1738, he obtained a marriage license, and the 
marriage took place September 29, 1738, his bride being Anata 
Durye. She was probably a daughter of Charles Durje, of Bush- 
wick, and granddaughter of Joost and Magdalena (Le Febre) Durje, 
the immigrant ancestors of the Durvea family. 67 He seems to have

It is related of him that in his later years he was a constant 
reader of his great Dutch Bible, which he had upon a stand in his 
room. He would read a few verses, then walk the floor for a little 
while, smoking his pipe, and thus reading, smoking and walking, 
spend a good part of each day. He died November 20, 1786 or 1796, 
aged 84 or 94 years. 70

88 The will of Abram Hogeland, of the township of Oyster Bay, L. I., is dated May 17, 
1779, and was proved Jan. 2, 1797. He gives ,£ioo to his grandson Abram, and to his daughter 
Neiltje he gives ^200, two beds and bedsteads, two tables, two spinning wheels, two cows, a 
half dozen high-back chairs, one Bilstill cupboard, with all the linen it contains or is reputed to 
be hers, and a negro girl named Sue. He requests her to remain on the farm with his daughter- 
in-law, Maria, to whom he gives full possession of his estate and the profits thereof to bring up 
his grandchildren, Abram, Catharine Annatje Magdalena, Daniel, Andries, Aeltje and Elbert.

John Hogeland, who says: “It has been willed down from my 
great-great-grandfather.” There is a record of the contribution of 
£3 by “Jan Hoaglandt ” towards the erection of a church at Har¬ 
lingen. The Harlingen church records make mention of him and 
his wife, and his name above is spelled as it was at his christening. 
Johannis Hooghlandt and his wife, Dina, joined the church there, 
November 16, 1764, by certificate (or he, at least, by certificate). 

We have been unable to find any account of the marriage of John 
Hogeland, or determine positively the number of his children. He 
died in the year 1771, and his brother George was appointed admin¬ 
istrator on his personal estate.

He appears 
to have been concerned with many others in a “ riotous” resistance 
to the authorities, and in defense of claims to certain lands held by 
the “ rioters,” for which action he was subjected to a long im¬ 
prisonment. 147 

His wife’s name was Maria. Their home, in Nine Mile Run, N.J., 
was a part of the farm of 425 acres which his father formerly owned, 
on which farm he and his brother Derrick placed a mortgage in 
1766. 148 It seems probable that both he and his brother Derrick 
removed to Amwell very soon after this date, as in June, 1773, the 
widow of Derrick (84) made her will at Amwell.

147 On Friday, July 17, 1747, about 200 men from Essex and Somerset Counties went to the 
jail at Perth Amboy, and by force released one John Bainbridge, who it appears was incar¬ 
cerated for refusing to give up his claim upon his land. As this seemed to be a test case for 
many others holding similar titles, it caused a general feeling of uneasiness, and to show their 
opposition to the action of the authorities, they took this unlawful course. 

For this “ riot ” 69 persons were indicted in Essex County and 32 in Somerset County. Of 
the latter were Edward Bainbridge, Cornelius De Hart and “ Hendrick Hogelandt.” 

In a report on plantation affairs, under date of May 3, 1750, the Governor says that “ the 
proprieters of the eastern division of New Jersey have surveyed, patented and divided their 
lands among themselves in such a manner that many irregularities have occurred which have 
occasioned unlawful contentions,” etc. 

And writing to the Duke of Bedford, under date of Nov. 15, 1750, Gov. Belcher (at Bur¬ 
lington, N. J.), says: “ May it please your Grace—Since I have had the honor of writing your 
Grace on the 10th instant, I have an account that one Hoogland , a rioter y whom your 
Grace will find mentioned in the Journals of his Majesty’s Council, has submitted and given up 
his possessions to the proper owners of the land, and they have releast him from jail. I wish 
this may be a leading example to others concerned in the vile practice of mobbing and rioting.” 

That Hendrick Hoogelandt (83) was the person referred to in the above extracts admits of 
no doubt. The proceedings in these disputed land claims are found in New Jersey Archives , 
Vol. vi., pp. 456, 465, 469, and Vol. vii., pp. 449-577. Hoogelandt must have remained in jail 
about three years. He probably was really robbed of his land by these “ Proprietors.” The 
whole account is interesting reading, but too voluminous for insertion here.

The records of the church in Wolver Hollow show that he be¬ 
came a member there June 24, 1791, and on October 26, 1791, he 
was elected deacon. He held that office two years, and then went 
to New York City and engaged in the grocery business. For five 
years, beginning with 1804, he is found in the New York Directory, 
in 1808 as a member of a firm, “ Hoogland and Onderdonk, 801 grocers, 
Bowery,” at which time he was also Assistant Alderman of the 
Eighth Ward. 

On August 23, 1806, he lost his son James, who was learning the 
trade of a carpenter with his uncle Elbert. Both the uncle and 
nephew were stricken down with a violent fever, and both died 
nearly at the same time. This bereavement was a severe blow to 
Abram Hoogland. His grief was augmented by the strict order 
that his son, who died at one o’clock, should be buried at four the 
same day. He said he would not live where the doctors ordered a 
man to be buried three hours after death ; so, as soon as he could settle 
up his affairs, he, in April, 1809, removed, with his family, to what 
is now Union Centre, Broome County, N. Y. (near Owego), where 
he bought over 500 acres of land and upon it made his home. 

Mrs. Phebe Truesdell, Abram Hoogland's daughter, just before 
her death, and when she was within a few days of 90 years of age, 
wrote a full and graphic account of this journey to the “ Wilder¬ 
ness,” and the subsequent events of her father's life, well worthy of 
insertion here. It is as follows, dated February 14, 1887: 

“ Dear Cousin Daniel: I will try to tell you something of our 
journey. We started from New York City early in April, 1809, 
going bv sloop to Kattskill, where we expected teams to take us to 
the ‘Wilderness.' At Kattskill we hired rooms for sitting and 
sleeping; we staid about two weeks; then bought a team and 
started. 

“We children were astonished to see so many cedar and other 
evergreen trees, and as we walked along by the side of the team 
we would occasionally pick a twig from them, but were glad enough 
to throw them away, for the ants bit us so. 

“The traveling was very bad, and we had often to put up by the 

190 Probably his brother-in-law, George or Andrew. 
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roadside. We were one day nearing Conesville, where we were told 
there was a tavern ; but long before we could reach it the rain came 
down in torrents—the mud was oh. so deep! and finally we got 
stuck fast. We tried our best, but could not make the team pull 
us out. Night came on, and oh, so dark ! 

“ Brother Wilhalmus said he would go and try to find a house. He 
saw a light, and calling for help, a man brought a lantern, and we 
got the horses free (but the wagon staid in the road all night, and 
the next morning it took two teams of oxen to draw it out). They 
put mother and sister Catharine on one horse and brother Wilhal¬ 
mus' wife and child on the other. We two trotted along. 

“ After falling down over roots and stones, carrying a lot of mud 
with 11s, we came to the house—a log cabin of two rooms. They 
were very kind to us. In the morning my sister and 1 went out, 
and seeing some little ducks and chickens, we stooped to get one, 
when the mother hen soon let us know that they were hers, and 
made us run back to the house. The next day we started off again. 
We reached Binghamton of a Saturday night, and thought to stay 
over Sunday, but there were such a lot of loafers there and so 
noisy, that we thought it better to go on. We stopped at a house for a 
meal, but could only get a little food, for which we paid. On again, 
but the traveling was oh, so rough and muddy ! 

“ We finally reached the place father had bought. It was at 
night. We had expected that a house would be ready for us; but 
there was not the slightest thing toward it—not even a spot picked 
out for it. Father found a man to whom he told our situation. 
He bade us come to his log house and he would do the best he 
could for us. So we went there, and all of us‘piled in,’and staid 
till our shanty, with stone chimney, was ready. ‘ Our landing’ was 
May 7, 1809. Men for miles soon heard that the man who had 
bought the ‘new place' paid cash for everything, so help was 
plenty, and we soon had a lot cleared for oats and hay. 

“ Deer would come and eat with the cows. Wolves howled and 
fought like dogs, coming so near to the house as to make us run 
there for shelter. We went ten miles to church, which was held in 
the school-house. We had no minister, but Deacon Jones would 
read a sermon at one service and father would do the same at the 
other service. So we had two sermons on every Sunday. But 
great changes have come since then. Now we have a beautiful village 
and churches of all denominations. I hope to see you here some day, 
then we can talk over about our relationship and many other matters 
too. I am your aged cousin, Phf.bf. Truesdell.”

Hasbaz ” (Gorton) Coles. In 1810 there 
appeared among the mill hands severe 
cases of sickness, caused, it was said, 
by infected rags. It assumed the aspect 
of yellow fever, proved fatal in several 
cases, and caused the stoppage of the 
mill and a large financial loss to the 
owners.

Wife of Damel Hoogland (164). Here he remained until 1826, when he 
removed again to New York City, and engaged in the flour trade. 

18,4 March 30. Hendrick Onderdonk bought from John Pine the property at the head of 
Hempstead Harbor (now Roslyn). It then had on it a grist mill, and in 1773 he built the 
paper mill, which is still standing (18911. It has had an interesting history. It is said to have 
been the second mill erected in this country for the manufacture.of paper. 

The following is from Revolutionary Papers’. “ May 29, 1776, Charles Loosly and Thomas 
Kims petition the Provincial Congress to be excused from military duty, as they are busy mak¬ 
ing paper at Hempstead Harbor a trade they were brought up to in England.” 

Previous to 1814 there was no meeting-house in the vicinity, and religious services were 
held in private dwellings and in the paper mill. Bishop Asbury visited this locality in 17S7. 
He writes: “ Tuesday , May 22, 1787.—Rode twenty miles [from New York] on Long Island to 
Hempstead Harbor, and preached with some liberty in the evening.” Two days later he made 
the following entry: “ I preached in a paper mill on * If any man will do His will he shall 
know of the doctrine, whether it be of God.* ”— Asbury s Journal. 

The following is especially interesting: 44 April 24, 1790. —I left Mr. Young's at Oyster Bay 
before six o’clock on Saturday morning, and passing through Musquito Cove, breakfasted at a 
Mr. Onderdonk’s at the head of a little bay, where we were kindly received and well enter¬ 
tained. This gentleman works a grist mill and two paper mills, the last of which he seems to 
have carried on with spirit and profit.—Journal oj General Washington. 

At the mill Washington was requested to drop the wire sieve into the pulp, and from this a 
sheet of paper was made by him, which, for a very long time, was tenderly preserved by the 
family.— Henry Onderclonk y Jr. 

On the 18th of Feb., 1801, William and Benjamin Onderdonk, sons of Hendrick Onder¬ 
donk, sold to Abram Coles and Daniel Hoogland the aforesaid mill property for $12,500, and on 
Feb. 6, 1810, Coles and Hoogland sold the same to John M. Smith for $13,125.— Jamaica Rec., 
Vol. H., pp. 13-17 and Vol. L., p. 18. 

Hendrick Onderdonk was great uncle to Daniel Hoogland (164), as appears from the sketch 
of Wilhalmus Hoogland (75). 
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and continued in that business until^his death. His wife survived 
him, dying at the house of her daughter, Sarah Ann, wife of Capt. 
Benjamin Carpenter, on the shore of Hempstead Harbor (since 
named Sea TTliff), May 27, 1852. She was buried beside her hus¬ 
band at Manhasset.

His mother died when he 
was about five years old, so, early in life, he was apprenticed to a 
trade. After serving awhile, not liking the business, nor his 
master, he ran away and accepted service in a flouring mill. Five 
years later he began the milling business for himself at Moorfield, 
Hardy County, Va. On October 27, 1825, he married Miss Catha¬ 
rine Parker, who, like himself, had been early left motherless, her 
home being in Hardy County with her aunt, Mrs. James Snodgrass. 

Mr. Hogeland was an earnest opponent of slavery, and wishing 
to give his children the advantages of an education in a free State, 
removed with his family, in 1839, to Tippecanoe County, Ind. 
Here he had a farm, and in 1841, at Lafayette, same county, he again 
followed the milling business, at which he continued until his 
death, August 6, 1856. Mr. Hogeland was a consistent member of 
the Presbyterian Church.

press of that city as being a great loss to both church and city.

“ Meanwhile, he joined the 12th Regiment, and when 
the war broke out, went with them as Lieutenant under 
Col. Butterfield for a three months’ campaign.

Yorktown, Hanover C. H., Gaines Mills, Turkey Bend,

He was killed at Fredericksburgh Dec. 18, 1862. The enemy were firing from a height, 
and our soldiers were lying down so that the bullets would go over them. My brother raised 
his head to give some word of command, when a bullet entered his head, and without a 
struggle or moan, he sank on one side, and his spirit fled. They carried him off the field, and 
loving hands buried him, and put up a wooden memorial, with his name and regiment cut in. 

“ Mr. Ryno (my brother's most intimate friend) went on for his body', had it embalmed 
and brought on here with all his effects. We had the funeral services at our house, 61 Broome 
Street, on Christmas day', 1862. He was then taken to the City Hall, where, with two other 
officers, who were killed about the same time, he lay in state.

MEMORANDA RELATING TO THE NEVIUS FAMILY. 

Spelled Najius, Neyjes, Nevus, Neejus, Nevyus, Navis. 
Johannes Nevius came from “Solen” (probably Solingen in 
Westphalia). November 18, 1653, he married Adrientje Bleyck 
from Batavia, in the island of Java. He was prominent in the 
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affairs of New Amsterdam. In 1658 he was Secretary of the Burgo¬ 
masters and Schepens Court. He had eight children, viz.: Johannes, 
1654: Sara, 1656; Cornelius, 1657; Marie, 1658; Cornelius, 1661; Petrus, 
1662; Catharine, 1664; and Johanna, 1668. The widow of Johannes 
Nevius married Cornelius De Potter, a well known merchant of 
New Amsterdam, but living at Brooklyn. 

Petrus Nevius, born 1662, was living at Flatlands in 1698, having 
there married Janetje (Roeloff) Schenck. The census names him 
as having seven children and one slave; one of these children was 
David, baptized at Brooklyn, 1702; he removed to Somerset Co., 
N. J., and in 1745 was Assessor of Franklin township. He appears 
to be the progenitor of the New Jersey family. Other mentions of 
the name are— Petrus, Martin and Cornelius, members of Kings Co. 
Militia, 1715 ; Christopher, John, David, Martin, Cornelius, Joseph and 
Ruloff were privates in Hunterdon and Somerset Co. regiments 
during the revolution, 1776. 

Martinus Nevius and his wife Gertche have a son Cornelius, bap¬ 
tized at Millstone, N. J„ April 16, 1781. 

Johannes Nevius and his wife Sara have a son Cornelius, baptized 
at Neshanic, February 11, 1784: Lucas and Jacobus Nevius were 
members of the church at Neshanic, 1784. 

Johannes Nevius and his wife Adrianna a’Bracket have a 
daughter Johanna, baptized at Brooklyn, March 11, 1668, Wilhelmus 
a’Brackel and Saartje de Potter, witnesses. An account of the 
funeral of Joanna Nevius is found in the Bergen Genealogy. Corne¬ 
lius Navius of Staten Island married Sara Sleght of Rahway, 
January 20, 1739, as per Bucks Co., Pa., records. 


CREGIER. 

Martin Cregier (Krygier), the first Burgomaster of New Am¬ 
sterdam, having distinguished himself as a fearless warrior, retired 
with Gov. Stuyvesant into private life. He settled at Canastagione, 
now Niskayuna, on the banks of the Mohawk. In this retired spot 
he died in the early part of 1713. The original homestead at Nis¬ 
kayuna is still owned by his descendants. His autograph is copied 
in O’Callaghan’s History of New Netherlands, from which is also 
taken the above memoranda. 


MACHETT. 

Lydia, daughter of John and Cornelia Machett, was baptized at 
New Brunswick, N. J„ August 19, 1739. Abram Santfort, witness. 
Maria, same parents, baptized May 30, 1742. 
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Hon. Fred. Thomas Dubois, youngest son of Hon. Jesse K. and 
Mrs. Delia Morris Dubois, and grandson of Gen. and Mrs. Delia 
Hoagland Morris, was born in Palestine, Crawford Co., Ill., May 
20, 1851, his father at that time, by appointment of President 
Taylor, being receiver of the public moneys for that district. 

In 1857 Mr. Jesse K. Dubois, having been elected Auditor of 
State, removed with his family to Springfield. Here Fred T. 
attended the public schools for a few years, and then prepared for 
a university course at Shurtleff College, Upper Alton, Ill.; entered 
Yale, with his brother Jesse K., in 1868, and was graduated there¬ 
from in the class of ’72. 

Returning to Springfield, Ill., he was soon after appointed by 
Gov. Beveridge, Secretary of the Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners. In 1880 he determined to seek a new location in 
the far West, and with his brother, Dr. Jesse K. Dubois, removed 
to Boise City, Idaho: he was appointed by President Arthur, in 
1882, U. S. Marshal for the Territory, and for four years dis¬ 
charged the difficult and often dangerous duties of the position 
with marked energy and courage. In 1886 he was elected by the 
people of the Territory, by a handsome majority, over a popular 
rival, delegate to Congress, and re-elected to the same position in 
1888. On the 2d of April, 1890, Mr. Dubois delivered in the House 
of Representatives a speech on the admission of Idaho as a State 
into the Union, which for comprehensive and explicit statement, 
aptness of illustration and forcible logic, deserves to take high 
rank in the records of the 51st Congress. 

Mr. Dubois’ well directed and untiring efforts for the admission 
of his Territory to Statehood were crowned with success, and as a 
recognition of his valuable services was elected by the first State 
Legislature, which convened in November, 1890, U. S. Senator for 
the term of six years, beginning March 4th, 1891. 

In person Senator Dubois is above medium height, has a pleasing, 
ingratiatory manner, and gifted with the happy faculty of making 
and retaining friends. Indeed, it may be said of him as of a cele¬ 
brated English statesman, that he came on the stage of life with a 
“ talent to succeed”; and although honors have followed each 
other in swift succession, we feel assured that the future has yet in 
reserve for him still other distinguished preferments. 

Of the family of Senator Dubois, his eldest brother, Hon. Lincoln 
Dubois, still resides in Springfield, Ill.; Dr. Jesse K. Dubois is a 
prominent physician in Boise City, Idaho; and his only sister, Mrs. 
Adelia Briscoe, a resident of Hutchinson, Kansas.

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CARPENTER. 

From MSS. History of the Carpenter family in America, by Daniel H. Carpenter. 

William Carpenter, son of Richard, came from Amesbury, Wilt¬ 
shire, England, and settled at Providence, R. I., in 1637. He was a 
co-proprietor with Roger Williams, a fellow Baptist preacher, and 
the survivor of the thirteen proprietors. He died at Pautuxet, Sep¬ 
tember 7, 1685. His wife was Elizabeth, daughter of William 
Arnold, and sister to Governor Benedict Arnold. 

Joseph Carpenter, the eldest son of above, was born in England 
about 1630. He settled in 1668 at what is now Glen Cove, L. I., 
having bought from the Indians a tract of about 3,000 acres, for 
which he received a patent from Gov. Andros on September 29, 
1677. He died 1683. His first wife was his cousin, Hannah Carpen¬ 
ter, of Rehoboth, Mass.; after her death he married Ann, daughter 
of Francis Weeks. 

Nathaniel Carpenter, third son of above, was born at what is 
now Glen Cove, L. I., about 1668. He married Tamar, daughter of 
Robert and Mercy (Wright) Coles, and in 1719 removed to North 
Castle, Westchester Co. 

Benjamin Carpenter, son of above, was born about 1692; he 
was a weaver by trade. His wife was Deborah, daughter of Nathan 
and Rachel (Hopkins) Coles; they had one daughter, Rachel, and 
one son. 

Coles Carpenter, born 1751; he married Sarah, daughter of 
Richard and Elizabeth (Parish) Latting; this marriage was on 
November 1, 1756, and on May 5, 1775, he purchased about 200 acres 
on the easterly shore of Hempstead Harbor, L. I. He died there 
1781. 

Latting Carpenter, the youngest surviving son of above, was 
born December 21, 1771. He purchased the interest of his brother 
and sisters in the farm of bis father and resided upon it until within 
two years of his death, February 24, 1858. This farm is now the 
village of Sea Cliff, L. I. 

The wife of Latting Carpenter was Martha, daughter of John and 
Martha (Smith) Searing. She died September 1, 1855. They are 
both buried in the Carpenter Cemetery, which was then a remote 
part of their farm, but is now in the center of the village of Sea 
Cliff. 

Benjamin Carpenter, second son of above, was born January 
15, 1796. He was always known as “Capt. Benjy,” he being the 
captain of a coasting vessel nearly all his life. His wife was Sarah 
Ann, daughter of Daniel and Phebe (Coles) Hoogland. (See No. 
303, Book iv.) He died February 4, 1874. She died March 28, 1862 
and are both buried at Manhasset, L. I.
